Faubus has received the Democratic nomination for Governor 
Arkansas which is tantamount to election. Election Day is 
November 2, 1954. 
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"The Memphis Commercial Appeal" Section 5, Page 1 
of Sunday, August 22, 1954, carried a full page story by 

I George Harmon captioned "From Barefoot Boy to Governor. 90 This 
article is favorable to Faubus and gives extensive background 
information about him as follows: Orval Eugene Faubus was born* 
in a one room log cabin on Greasy Creek, Madison County, Arkansas* 
From various references to his age in this article it appears he 
mas born tn 1911. ftie article traces his early years in very poor 
rural circumstances who began plowing his father's corn at age sevt 
It notes that he finished the 8th grade at the age of 17 and 
thereafter began teaching school for approximately ten years while* 
he also went part time to high school. He graduated from high 
school at age 24. He first ran for political office in 1936 and 
was defeated. In 1938 he was elected Madison Circuit Clerk and 
gave up teaching. Ee was re-elected but did not complete his 
second term since he entered the Army as a Private tn 1942. Faubus 
served in Europe with the 35th Infantry Division and won the 
Bronse Star for helping wipe out a German machinegun nest. He 
also won the Aombat Infantrymen's Badge. He was returned to inactive 
duty in 1946^6 na relumed to Arkansas. He was appointed Postmaster 
at Huntsvtlle, Arkansas, in late 1946 and in 1947 took over the 
"Madison County Record. 19 He is still owner of this newspaper. Me 
was active in the Lions Club, is a former District Commander of the 
American Legion and is President of the Chamber of Commerce at 
Hunt a vi lie. He resigned from his Job as Postmaster of Hunts vi lie 
in 1954 when he began seeking the Democratic nomination for Governor. 
In 1948 Faubus worked for former Governor McMath who was elected in 
that year. McMath rewarded Faubus by appointing him to the State 
Highway Commission, Administrative Assistant to the Governor and 
later State Highway Director in that order.

"Is he (Faubus) a former student of Commonwealth College." The 
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report of Spedial Agent ■ Jdated August 19, 1941, 

Jat Little Bock entitled "Commonwealth College, Internal Security - 
reflects that Commonwealth College existed at Uena, Arkansas, from 
1923 to 1940. In 1941 the charter of Commonwealth College was 
revoked and its officials were fined $2,500 in Polk County Circuit 
Court for (l) failure to display an American Flag, (2) displaying 
an illegal emblem (the hammer and sickle) and (3J teaching Anarchy. 
Literature seised from the library of Commonwealth College was 
introduced at this trial to show that Communism was taught at 
Commonwealth College. Commonwealth College has also been cited by 
the Attorney General under the purview of Executive Orders 9835 
and 10450. Governor Cherry's speech of August 2, 1954, goes on to 
note that when Faubus was first confronted with his alleged 
attendance at Commonwealth College he made a flat denial of it 
stating "This is not true. I have never been a student or 
faculty member at this school and never have attended a class there." 
Subsequently Faubus admitted attendance at Commonwealth College for 
"two or three days" and reportedly also for "two or three weeks." 
During his speech Governor Cherry exhibited to the television audience 
clippings from the ^ommopweAlth College Fortnightly" tbhich 6 how 
that as of May 1, 1935,p8afififle cted student body President and a 
member of the Disciplinary Committee of the school. This same issue 

I also noted that Faubus was to give the main address at Commonwealth 
College on May Day 1935. Governor Cherry also exhibited, a clipping 
from the 'Commonwealth College Fortnightly" dated June 1, 2935, which 
reflected that Orval Faubus had been a representative from Commonwealth 
College at an all Southern conference for Civil and Trade Union Rights 
held May 26, 1935, at Chattanooga, Tennessee. Faubus defeated 
Governor Cherry and secured the Democratic nomination for Governor 
of Arkansas in the primary election in August 1954. 
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dated October 7, 1954, Assistant Attorney General Tompkins forwarded 
d copy of Mr. Cobb's Utter of September 30 and its attachments. 
\Mr. Tompkins stated that in view of Mr. Faubus' nomination, a full 
investigation was not authorised but that the FBI should looate the 
loyalty aerttfioats allegedly executed by Faubus. Mr. Tompkins

Our Liaison Repreeentative at the G-2 United States Amy, 
Pentagon, made daily contact with G-2 from October 4, 1954, en, in 
order to have them locate the loyalty certificate allegedly executed 
by Faubus. On October 6, 1954, G-2 advteed the Liaison Representative 
that a loyalty certificate for Faubus was contained in his security 
file and that this file was then charged out to G-2 4th Army, 
San Antonio, Texas. A teletype was sent the San Antonio Division 
the same day with instructions for them to locate the security file* 
By teletype dated October 11, 1954, San Antonio advised that 
G-2 4th Army, had returned Faubus' security file to the Central 
Records Facility, Fort Eolabird, Maryland, and that a loyalty 
certificate executed by Faubus was in this file. On October 22, 
2954, G-2, the Pentagon, was requested to call Faubus' file from 
Fort Eolabird immediately.

DETAILS: 

Faubus is Democratic nominee for Governor of Arkansas. 
This is tantamount to election. Election day is November 2, 1954. 
On October SO, 1954, the Department requested investigation to 
determine if sufficient evidence exists to warrant prosecution of 
Faubus for violation of Section 1001, T 18, USC. Violation based on 
Faubus' execution of DD Form 98, May 11, 1954, as Major, United States : 
Army Reserve. Photostat of DD Form 98 secured from G-2, Pentagon, by 
Liaison. Deputy Attorney General Rogers advised Mr. Nichols 
October 21, 1954, that open investigation should be held up until 
after November 2, 1954, when he (Rogers) would talk to Assistant 
Attorney General Tompkins and decide whether to proceed directly by 
Grand Jury or whether to precede the Grand Jury by an FBI investigation* 
Under Delimitations Agreement the FBI must advise appropriate military 
authority of derogatory information received about reserve personnel.

August 19, l^flt at Little Rock, reveals that Commonwealth College 
was incorporated in 1923* The college supported itself by 
combining the working of a 320 acre farm with study and was 
partly supported by outside contributions by individuals and 
organizations* The college received a $275000 grant from the 
Fundfbr Public Service in 1923 and also received a $5*000 
contribution in 1931 from the Carnegie Fund in New York. A 
condensed transcript of the investigation conducted by the Joint 
Committee of the Arkansas General Assembly in February, 1935 » 
together with the Committee's report on conditions at the college 
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was obtained* No proof of Communist activities was shown by 
this investigation but there was considerkble evidence of radical 
beliefs and activity indicated by the testimony of Lucien Koch, 
Director of Commonwealth College, and other witnesses. 
Commonwealth College ceased operations in August, 19*f0» Its 
corporate charter was revoked upon conviction in criminal 
proceedings brought by the State of Arkansas, January 29, 19^1, 
in Polk County Circuit Court, for failure to display the 
American flag, displaying an illegal emblem (the hammer and sickle) 
and for teaching anarchy* Twenty-five hundred dollars in fines was 
imposed and the property of the college was sold to pay these finest 
Many books, pamphlets and articles taken from the school library 
dealing with Communism were introduced to prove teaching of 
Communism by the school. The illegal emblem was proved embedded 
in the floor of a college building.

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WHY THIS BOOK? 

(A Foreword) 




Information contained in this volume has been 
compiled for two reasons: 

1. It is interesting and significant in that it 
relates to a political campaign not quite like 
any ever waged before in Arkansas. 

2. It may help rank and file voters in the 
Democratic primaries reach a reasonable con- 
clusion as to whether in the General Election 
they should be guided by a real or fancied ob- 
ligation to a political party or by a sense of duty 
to their state and country. 

If the evidence convinces them that their bal- 
lots, legal in every respect, were canceled out 
by unlawful votes counted elsewhere — in Madi- 
son County, for example — and that the party 
organization failed to protect them, it should 
be obvious that they are relieved of any obliga- 
tion to the party. 

Further, u it is apparent that the certified 
nominee actually did not receive a majority of 
legal ballots, the individual voter has no obli- 
gation to the party which held the primary. 

And, if the basis on which the nominee asked 
votes of Democrats is proved false subsequently 
(did you read about a case of that kind in Utah 
recently?) the persons who supported him, as 
well as those who did not believe him in the 
first instance and opposed him, are free in the 
General Election to let their consciences and 
judgment, rather than party rules, be their 
guide. 

One additional comment about party loyalty 
— it is worthy of mention that the nominee for 
governor has himself shown no aversion to bolt- 
ers, when he could get them on his side. He 
has assiduously sought support in the primaries 
from some of the most active of the Eisenhow- 
er Democrats of 1952. He must have seen the 
futility of trying to have them barred in ac- 
cordance with a repressive edict of the party. 

In no sense is this book intended as an at- 
tack on any one; it is an effort undertaken with 
all sincerity and earnestness to lay before in- 



terested citizens of Arkansas facts about the 
1954 gubernatorial campaign, the issues — real 
and phony; the manipulation of votes on a scale 
not precedented in recent history, and the per- 
sonal and political characteristics and record of 
the man who was declared the nominee of the 
Democratic Party with a 6,911 majority in a 
total vote of 375,775. 

Herein you can find innumerable clues to the 
means resorted to in order to win a nomination; 
you can see the means by which the public s 
will was thwarted; you can discern evidence 
of wholesale fraud in the primary in the nom- 
inees own county, Madison. There, election 
fraud has become accepted as part of the *sys- 
tem" since the nominee for governor became 
its Democratic boss. You will discover, also, 
much in the candidates attitude and practices 
that is consistent with the teachings of Com- 
monwealth College, however brief or long was 
the time he spent there in the spring of 1935. 

Bear in mind, always, that it is not the Demo- 
cratic Party but the candidate who would .serve, 
if he were elected governor; it would be he, not 
the Democratic Party, who could use the State 
Police for persecution of his enemies; it would 
be he, not the Democratic Party, who could call 
out the National Guard to enforce his will; it 
would be he, not the Democratic Party, who 
would be making the appointments and deter- 
mining the policies of your state government. 

And he — never forget — has a shadowy past 
in or on the fringe of radicalism which will 
haunt him as long as he is a factor in the op- 
eration of government 

Officers of the Democratic Party, or a few 
of them, have intimated that persons voting 
against the nominee November 2 may be barred 
from participation in the primaries in 1956. Two 
years ago, 120,000 Democrats joined with 60,000 
Republicans in voting for the Republican na- 
tional ticket. Not one of the 120,000 was chal- 
lenged in the Democratic primaries this year. 
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►arty Rules Ignored Even Wbii Enforceable 



You hear a great deal from Democratic poli- 
tical bosses these days about party loyalty, and 
the consequences of voting against a Demo- 
cratic nominee in a General Election. That in 
itself is a confession of weakness; the bosses 
are conscious that they have contributed to the 
nomination of a candidate who lacks two essen- 
tial qualities, public confidence and popularity. 

The Democratic politicians who call the turns 
in many counties and in hundreds of precincts 
would never have gone through with their plan 
to nominate Orval E. Faubus if Arkansas had 
been a two-party state where ultimately the 
party — Democratic or Republican — with the 
most appealing candidate would prevail in the 
general election. 

Now that they are in a spot where they must 
stress the party angle, ana shun a comparison 
of candidates, they are banking heavily on the 
party loyalty rule. That rule, which they say 
would bar from 1956 primaries persons voting 
against Faubus in the 1954 General Election, is 
one that it's next to impossible to enforce. They 
have no way legally of acquiring knowledge of 
how any indiviaual voted. Secrecy of the ballot 
is guaranteed by Constitution and statutes. 
There are a few counties, of course, where 
neither Constitution nor statutes receive respect 
and where sanctity of the ballot box is violated, 
but even there the method by which knowledge 
is gained of how individuals vote renders testi- 
mony of the possible witnesses inadmissible' 
They would have to admit they violated the law 
in examining the ballots. 

The Democratic Party has other rules, too — 
one of which makes it mandatory that its coun- 
ty committees void the returns from any pre- 
cinct that turns in more votes than it has poll 
tax receipts unless the validity of each vote is 
substantiated by legal evidence. This rule was 
disregarded in approximately 100 townships in 
42 counties. . - 

Mostly, only small rural boxes were involved, 
but in one county — Madison — home of Mr. 
Faubus, the largest township in the county was 
the worst offender. Nothing whatever was, or 
has been done, to punish those guilty of the vote 
fraud or to adjust the returns by elimination of 
the illegal votes* 

How many of these there were, only an offi- 
cial inquiry could determine, but there were 
more man 1,000 ballots counted for persons 
named on the poll registers who had not paid the 
poll tax. Many others who had paid the poll 
tax and whose names were on the poll registers 
obviously never actually cast the ballots re- 
corded as theirs. , . .♦ 

A tabulation of precincts that turned in votes 



exactly equal to, or greater than the number of 
eligible voters on the official poll tax lists is 
to the next page (occasionally, one reported a 
margin in Governor Cherry's favor, but such 
instances were rare). 

In only 11 of these precincts did Cherry re- 
ceive more than Faubus; in only three did his 
vote equal Faubus'. Total number of eligibles 
listed for those 14 townships was 528, the total 
vote was 650, a difference of 122, and Cherry's 
share was 385, Faubus' 265. 

In the other 86 boxes with excess votes, where 
the potential based on poll taxes was 5,781, the 
vote aggregate was 6,690, and Faubus got 5,300, 
Cherry 1,390. 

In some townships, no doubt, there had been 
no removals or deaths, or, if there were, maiden 
voters or newcomers had made up the differ- 
ence, and all the electors did actually vote. 
Possibly in some there were good reasons ac- 
counting for an excess of votes over poll taxes, 
but it is safe to say the number in such cate- 
gories was small. Also, due to the manner of 
fisting poll tax payers of some counties, our 
figures may be in error as to some precincts. 
(Diaz precinct in Jackson County is typical of 
several where we could not be absolutely cer- 
tain of the number of qualified electors. The 
polls were listed according to school districts 
instead of political townships.) 

Summarized, here are the figures for. precincts 
where votes exceeded or (in eight instances) 
equalled the number of poll taxpayers:

Thus, in those 100 precincts with abnormal 
votes, the Faubus majority was 3,890. His cer- 
tified majority for the state as a whole was only 
8.911; 56 per cent of it j?ame fro m those rela- 
tively few and small boxes. 

The party rules commanded the county com- 
mittees to throw out the boxes with excess 
votes, unless their legality was proved; but the 
rules were ignored. 

The number of votes in these particular town- 
ships would be much greater if an analysis of 
the absentee ballots in each county had been 
available. Those ballots of course were charge- 
able to specific townships. In Madison County, 
where 195 absentee votes were given Faubus 
I and 1 to Cherry, 43 of the total were for persons 
with poll taxes paid in War Ea?le. township, 
yrhere. the total vote before taking absentees 
into account was 970 with only 814 polls to 
draw on.

HowevevAhere were 78 ballots listed in the 
War Eagle registers for persons with poll taxes 
paid elsewhere in the county, which reduced 
the excess of votes over polls in that township to 
320, or more than 35 per cent over the number 
of electors. k 

The poll tax payers in the precinct were not 
a criterion, however, for there were 338 per- 
sons listed who had no poll taxes listed in any 
township of the county, and there were many 
others whose names appeared twice on the poll 
registers. 

The 78 ballots of residents, at taxpaying time 
anyway, of other townships whose votes were 
recorded in War Eagle Township, when charged 
back to the townships of residence, boosted the 
totals for nine other precincts, which already had 
claimed more votes than polls, still higher above 
the number qualified. 
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When, soon after the run-off primary, the 
RECORDER called attention to lopsided ma- 
jorities for Faubus in boxes controlled bv some 
of his former associates on the McMath admin- 
istrations Highway Commission, a challenge- 
came from several Faubus supporters for us to 
include in our tabulations instances of similarly 
strong Cherry support-the Lepanto vote in 
Poinsett County (home of one of the present 
Highway Commission members, Dan Portis) 
and the balloting in Crittenden Countv were 
specifically cited as evidence that not all the 
so-called machine-dominated returns favored 
Faubus. 

To present that picture in as true perspective 
as possible, we have prepared a tabulation of 
precincts (EXCLUDING any that exceeded 
their poll tax totals) which reported 100 votes 
or more and which were predominantly for 
either Faubus or Cherry. Persons familiar with 
the political alignments in the respective coun- 
ties can tell you just who handled these particu- 
lar boxes. Generally, it is the influence of an 
individual or of a group that determines how 
the bulk of such votes are going. 

These figures demonstrate that Faubus had 
far more political machine support than did 
Cherry. It is in such precincts as these, to- 
gether with scores of small rural boxes each 
with a handful of votes, mostly controlled, that 
manipulators can offset and overcome trends. 

A governor can, if of a mind to, use state 
patronage, purchase orders, honorary appoint- 
ments and other considerations to line up most 
of the machine vote. The table which follows 
clearly shows that Governor Cherry had meager 
support of that type and in only a few spots.

Irregularities in the absentee voting in a large 
number of counties were apparent, and in a few 
there were complaints that involved candidates 
in contests or that reached grand jury attention. 
In the RECORDER SCRAPBOOK section of 
this volume are articles dealing with this phase 
of the election manipulation. Cherry had a sub- 
stantial majority of the absentee votes in the 
state as a whole, but invariably in counties 
where there was a disproportionately high num- 
ber of such ballots Faubus was the beneficiary. 
How much Cherry suffered from these cannot 
be determined — but an estimated loss of 3,000 
is not unreasonable. 

But the most glaring examples of ballot box 
trickery were furnished by Madison County, 
Faubus' home. There, at least 1,200 votes were 
marked up for persons without poll tax receipts 
or whose names appeared more than once on 
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the precinct voteVegisters. 

All in all, it took a lot of doing to squeeze 
Faubus by in the run-off - but by dint of ille- 
gal ballots, controlled votes, votes in excess of 
poll taxes and absentee box padding, the poli- 
ticians eked out a 6,911 win over the general 
public. 

At the State Convention, the Democratic 
bosses shrugged off a plea by white Democrats 
for a purging of the ballot boxes and a recount 
of legal ballots. But they heeded demands of 
Negro factional leaders, and the Convention 
adopted a resolution to open the way for six 
handpicked Negroes to be placed on the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. The consideration, of 
course, is Negro support for Faubus — whose 
home county, Madison, has never had the wel- 
come mat out for members of that race.

Among witnesses heard yester 
day were several election officials 
as well as private citizens, appar- 
ently those who have protested 
that election officials allowed 
many non-poll tax receipt holders 
to vote. 

Thursday the jurors will begin 
looking into the disappearance of 
poll lists from War Eagle town- 
ship—which includes Huntsville. 
The list of voters in this township 
the county's largest, reportedly 
vanished immediately after the 
balloting and have never come to 
light. 



That was two years ago when 
Orval E. Faubus, then adminis- 
trative aide to Governor McMath, 
was working for a third term for 
the latter. Nothing came of the 
Grand Jury investigation, but the 
Circuit Court did take notice of 
the complaints. At that time, the 
War Eagle Township poll registers 
(lists of voters) vanished myster- 
iously. This year, they remained 
at the courthouse at least long 
enough for the RECORDER to 
procure copies. 
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POTENTIAL VOTES 

The office of Auditor J. Oscar 
Humphrey reports that county 
collectors have reported sale of a 
record 561,011 poll tax receipts 
through midnight October 1 — 
deadline for qualifying to vote in 
the November 2 general election. 
The statutes require that county 
officials destroy unused poll tax 
blanks issued to them but not sold 
in the prescribed period. Two 
years ago, the poll tax total was 
555,170.

35 l^ct. of Madison 
Vote Without Polls 



Ballots lor Over 
1,000 Persons Not 
On Eligible List 

Registers Teli 
Story of Gross 
Irregularities 



330 in Home Town 
Of Faubus 

One of every three — and then 
some — ballots cast in the gover- 
nor's race in Madison County 
August 10 was in the name of a 
person whose name did not ap- 
pear on the list of electors eligible 
by virtue of having paid the poll 
tax. 

Examination by the RECORD- 
ER of copies of the Democratic 
primary poll registers (the lists 
turned in by judges and clerks of 
each precinct » shows well over 
1,000 in that category. Orval E. 
Faubus, who has been declared 
the Democratic nominee with a 
majority of 6,911 in a total of 
375,775, is a native of and lives 
in Madison County. His majority 
there was 2,688 out of 2,935 votes. 

His home is at Huntsville, coun- 
ty seat, which is included in War 
Eagle Township. There the RE- 
CORDER found 338 non-poll tax- 
paying voters named in the reg- 
isters for the five precincts of the 
township, which had 814 poll tax 
payers. The total vote in those 
precincts was 970, with 961 for 
Faubus and 9 for Governor Cher- 
ry. Two votes each were listed 
lor four of those without poll 
taxes. 

Thus 35 per cent of all the 
ballots counted in Faubus* home 
township were illegal unless they 
were supported by affidavits es- 
tablishing eligibility to vote, for 
their names were not on the 
official list of poll tax payers for 
the county. Seventy-eight others 



who were shown as voting in War 
Eagle Township are listed in the 
official poll tax list for other 
townships in the County. 

EXCEEDS POLLS 

War Eagle accounted for a third 
of the votes, total for which in the 
county was 2,935, whereas only 
2,848 names are on the poll tax 
list. 

The RECORDER is resolving 
all doubts in favor of legality for 
the ballot in question. If the 
name is spelled differently, or 
there is a similarity in name or 
initials, or if there is the slightest 
probability that the voter may 
have been a person whose name 
in the poll book does not corres- 
pond exactly to a similar name on 
the vote register, it is treated as 
a valid ballot for purposes of this 
check. 

There were numerous cases of 
the same name appearing twice 
on one or more voter registers, as 
in the case of Dixie Cain, who was 
Faubus headquarters receptionist 
at Little Rock during the cam- 
paign. Hers is only one of scores 
of such cases. This is not evid- 
dence that she herself actually 
cast two ballots, but somehow two 
ballots in the box were officially 
recorded as having been put there 
by her. The ballots credited to her 
were Nos. 218 and 360. Judges in 
that precinct, which reported 580 
for Faubus, 6 for Cherry, were: A. 
C. Mowery Jr., Harold Harris 
and J. W. McConnell. Clerks 
were Oneta Stroud and Helen 
Hargis. 

EX-COMMISSIONER 

Mr. Mowery is the former high- 
way commissioner Governor Mc- 
Math appointed to fill in for Fau- 
bus when the latter was made 
administrative assistant to the 
governor in 1951. Shortly after 
that happened, the Highway Com- 
mission got into a wrangle with 
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the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads 
over denial by the federal agency 
of federal aid for paving a road 
from Huntsville to Forum which 
passed Mowery's farm. An Ar- 
kansas Democrat story about the 
project which Mowery said im- 
plied he had violated his oath of 
office and thus had contravened 
the law was basis for a libel suit 
in Pulaski Circuit Court against 
the Democrat. Mowery's star 
witness was Faubus, but the Jury 
decided the highway commissioner 
had not been libeled. 

None of the judges "certified" 
the War Eagle Precinct vote, but 
the County Democratic Commit- 
tee accepted it nevertheless, even 
though Democratic Party Rules — 
| which the Faubus followers are 
j insistent be followed in other re- 
spects — require county commit- 
tees to void the ballots of any 
precinct where the number of 
votes is greater than the number 
of electors unless legal evidence of 
the validity of every ballot ac- 
companies the returns. 

SOME CUT SLIGHTLY 

Next to War Eagle Township, 
Hilburn turned in the largest ex- 
cess of votes over polls. It finally 
settled on 152 votes for Faubus, 
none for Cherry, after having first 
reported 172 unofficially. Hil- 
burn had 93 poll tax payers. The 
vote register listed 172, and it was 
certified by George Callaway, one 
of the judges. Others were Joe 
Myers and Harrison McCarty. 
Clerks were Jessie Edlin and Eula 
Worley. 

Hilburn was not the only town- 
ship to trim Its initially reported 
count, as an apparent effort was 
made after the unofficial tally to 
bring the county's total within the 
number of poll tax payers. Marble 
Township, with 102 poll tax pay- 
ers, had 121 listed on Its vote 
register, and that was the count. 
121 for Faubus, none for Cherry, 
on the tally sheet; but the figure 
was reduced officially to 111. This 
was one of the precinct returns 
not certified by any of the judges. 
Luther Monger, C. D. Cope and J. 
M. Parker. Clerks were Earl Mc- 
Kinney and Hugh Hargis. 

Whorton Creek, with 68 names 
on its vote register, is officially 
recorded as having only 62, but 
that's more than its poll tax total. 
Two Judges, Omer Fowler and Al- 
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bert CfcrRx^f^and one clerk, Bon* 
nle Bolinger, conducted the pri- 
mary, but neither Judge certified 
the return. 

A deduction of 10— to 47— was 
made in the final report for White 
River Township, which with 44 
polls had a vote registration of 
57. That's what was first shown 
in unofficial results. The register 
itself notes that 18, for whom 
the ballot numbers were recorded, 
were not qualified electors, but 
the tally was left at 57 and was 
certified by one of the judges, 
Carl E. Vanlandingham. Other 
judges were Leonard Vanlanding- 
ham and Mrs. Nancy Duke and 
clerks were W. D. Drain and Tom- 
my Davenport. 

Lincoln Township came in with 
41 votes for Peubus and 5 for 
Cherry, which was nine over its 
poll tax total. This was brought 
down to 37 for official purposes. 
Jim Burnett, one of the judges, 
certified to a 41 to 5 tally. Other 
judges were George Pettree and 
Virgie Bryant; clerks were Keith 
E. Anderson and Mary Burnett. 

At Huntsville, the precinct of- 
ficials and their certified counts: 

Ward 1, judges. P. S. Maxwell, 
who certified the return; A. D. 
Sparkes, Joe Boatright; clerks, 
Alice Gaskill. Jean Everett; 104 
Faubus. Cherry; 37 without poll 
tax. 

Ward 2, E. S. Stamps is shown 
as certifying to the return; judges. 
Charley Whorton, G. W. Reeves. 
Earl Shinn; clerks. Olive Polk. 
Charlie Burkett; 169 Faubus, 2 
Cherry; 42 without poll tax. 

Ward 3, judges, Eugene Wat- 
son, Burr Wiggen, Orba Young- 
blood ; clerks, Bessie McBroom , 
Pearl Whitson; 20 without poll 
tax. 

Ward 4, judges, Mrs. May Mark- 
ley, Mrs. Chloe Binam, Frank S. 
Rice; clerks, Jessie Shuster, Ruth 
Parrott; 42 Faubus, 1 Cherry; 13 
without poll tax. 

The Mill Creek Township re- 
turn was somewhat unusual, in 
that the precinct officials noted 
that eight on their register did 
not nave poll tax receipts. There 
were 74 on the list, but Faubus 
got 72 votes in the official count. 
Cherry none. One of the judges. 
Roy F. Donohou, certified the re- 
turn. Other judges were Bryan 
Blevin and J. O. Deaton; clerks 
were Gussie Miller and Ruby 
Blevins. 

(Note : Mr. Faubus has ex- 
plained the vote excess by sug- 
gesting maiden voters and mili- 
tary service personnel cast a great 
many ballots.)

So that there will be no doubt 
as to the authenticity of the RE- 
CORDER'S information relative 
to the Madison County primary, it 
is publishing here the names of 
the persons whose names are on 
the vote registers for the five pre- 
cincts in War Eagle Township, 
home of Democratic nominee for 
governor Orval Faubus, but were 



not found in the official record 
of poU tax payers. The RECORD- 
ER does not accuse these indi- 
viduals of voting in violation of 
the law; but if they did not go 
to the polls and cast a ballot, it 
is still a fact that their names 
were written in the register of 
voters.

Man}- a legal ballot for Governor Cherry in the August 
10 run-off primary was offset by unlawful ballots counted 
for Orval E. Fauftus in his home county, Madison, where 
he received 2,841 of flic 6,911 majority by which the Demo- 
cratic State Committee certified him as* the nominee. 

The evidence is in possession of the RECORDER, and 
is being checked with extreme care. Already, by examin- 
ation of the lists of voters on the poll registers, it has been 
established that: 

In the absentee box, for which 19S votes for Faubus and 1 for 
Cherry were reported — 

90 persons whose names are written on the register a* voters 
possessed no poll tax receipts.

Township which embraces HuntsvUle, county seat and Mr. Faubus's 
home town — 

No. 218 on the list of voters was Dixie Cain.

(Dixie Cain was receptionist in the Faubus campaign headquart- 
ers in Little Rode We are not accusing her of voting twice, or even 
once; we simply point out that two of the votes in that box were 
hers, according to the list turned in by the judges and clerks. Fau- 
bus got 580, Cherry 6 in that box.)

No poll tax payments indicated 
for 671 recorded as having voted 
August 10 in 19 precincts of 
Madison County — already we 



have listed 88 absentee^jois and 
338 shown as voters In <*«*r Eagle 
Township which embraces Hunts- 
ville, home of Orval Faubus. 

These plus double votes make 
up a total of 1,105 ballots for 
which there are no poll tax pay- 
ments listed. Many persons, 
some with poll taxes paid and 
some without, were listed in two 
places as voters. That further 
diminishes the maximum number 
of legal votes for Faubus In his 
own county from 2,888 to about 
1,750.

Not least among the reasons Orval E. Faubus, Democratic 
nominee for governor, is wholly unacceptable to many Arkansas 
citizens as a candidate is the record of voting in Madison County, 
his home, in the August 10 run-off primary. 

Official returns, approved by the Democratic Committee of 
that county, gave him 2,888 to 47 for Governor Cherry. The 
total, 2935, was 168 more than the certified number of poll tax 
'payers, a circumstance cited in a petition for a recount of ballots 
throughout the state which was submitted to the Democratic 
State Convention and was promptly killed by the Resolutions 
Committee. 

We do not charge any particular individual with wrongdoing. 
Gifted neither with omnipotence nor the power of a grand jury, 
we are without means of determining who is responsible; we 
can only point to some of the consequences of loose practices in 
which the Democratic State Convention could see no basis for 
demanding a purging of the ballot boxes. 

At the State Convention last month, Mr. Faubus gave notice 
to those who had criticized the returns that between 5,000 and 
6,000 votes will be cast in the general election in Madison County. 
1950 population of which was 11,734. He accounted for the ex- 
cess over qualified electors in the run-off primary in this fashion 

u l think it tvas reported that the votes cast amounted to 102 
per cent of the poll tax list. Well, we have a number of patriotic 
young people from the county in the armed forces who like to 
vote and they are not on the poll tax list. And then, of course, 
there are others, such as maiden voters" 

If the Faubus rationalization could have been made to stand 
up under scrutiny, it would have been much to his advantage 
for the State Convention to grant the petition for a recount, and 
thus lift the iron curtain that settled over election returns in 
Madison County immediately after the counting was completed. 
(It should be emphasized here that in Pulaski County, the Demo- 
cratic Committee did recount the ballots in one race, and an- 
nounced it would accommodate any candidates dissatisfied with 
the returns. That was not the attitude of the Madison County 
Committee nor of the State Convention.) 

The State Convention wouldn't ask for a recount, which 
would have cleared the atmosphere and assured the election of 
the party's nominee, as determined by such a procedure; so the 
State Committee — attesting to the deepseated opposition to 
Faubus throughout Arkansas — has allocated $2,500 to help with 
Jus campaign against the Republican candidate, Pratt Remmel. 

Has it ever been necessary for the" Democratic StateCom^ 
mittee to do that before? Witnout a dime from the State Com* 
mittee, Governor Cherry walloped his Republican opponent, 
342^92 to 49,292, in 1952, while the Republican presidential 
ticket was polling 177,000 votes and coming within 30,000 votes 
of a majority in Arkansas. 

The State Committee has confessed its alarm — §2,500 worth. 

What's more, it ducked another challenge — it did not at its 
meeting this week follow the suggestion that it request Faubus 
to have the Department of Defense make public the contents of 
the loyalty certificate in which he — like other reserve officers 
assigned to active units — was required to state under oath 
whether he had ever been PRESENT AT Commonwealth Col- 
lege, to which he received a scholarship (from a source as yet 
unidentified by him) in the spring of 1935. Democrats are en- 
titled to know whether his certificate stated the essential facts. 
So far, they have been effectively secreted by Mr. Faubus.

At one point in his pre-primary 
campaign, Orval Eugene Faubus de- 
scribed himself as a "practical poli- 
tician." We take it he meant that he 
operates on the theory that #nly the 
ends to be attained are important; 
that the means by which they are 
gained are of little consequence. 

That seems to be his rule of con- 
duct. He boasts even now of un- 
truths on which he relied to pull him 
out of the hole, financially and poli- 
tically, during the campaign. George 
Douthit, in the Arkansas Democra. 
Sundav Magazine, wrote: "He didn't 
want his opponent to know he didn't 
have any money to he announced 
tlutt he had $25,000. He didn't have 
even $10,000." 

Also, there was this in the Dout- 
hit story: "He assured me he wasn't 
surprised to be in the run*off. 1 hope 
he will forgive me if I say that I be- 
lieve that he was as surprised as any 
one in Arkansas." lis Douthit reach- 
ing the same conclusion as others?] 

Right after the run-off, one of the 
Faubus lieutenants, former Rep. Rolla 
Fitch of Madison County, confided 
in an interview with a Democrat re- 
porter Douthit: 

"Cherry supporters had threatened 
to give stiff opposition to Congress- 
man J. \V. Trimble of Berryvtlle if 
Orval got in the governor's race. Aft- 
er talking it over y Orval decided to 
withdraw to block this opposition 
against Trimble. But we were mak- 



ing plans all the time for him to get 
into the race . . . We came to Lime 
Rock early [April 281 and got Orval 
hidden out . . . Then fust before the 
ticket closed, Orval went up and filed 
— too late for the opposition to do 
anything about U." 

AH of which leaves the average 
person wondering what to belie\e 
and what not to believe when Faubus 
makes a self-serving statement 

The first defense of Mr. Faubus is 
concealment. Again, we cite the 
Douthit Sunday Magazine article: 

*\ . . Faubus . . . finally betxims 
director of highways. There is c 
state law that requires the director 
of highways to have had at least five 
years of road-building experience. 
Faubus was challenged in \or,*e 
quarters on this. But he say? fodmt 
that he had had that experience and 
was going to show evidence of it 
when and if he was ever forced to 
officially." 

Wouldn't vou think that he would 
let the people of the state who paid 
the salary he drew as highway direc- 
tor in on this secret of his? But he 
won't. 

That is exactly the course he fol- 
lowed with respect to his period of 
residence in 1935 at Commonwealth 
College, the Communist - fostered 
school which was located near Mena 
until a court order forced it to close 
as a public nuisance in 1941. j 



He carefully withheld any mention 
of this part of his life until he knew 
for certain it was being investigated. 
His first defense, concealment, hav- 
ing failed, he seized on deception. He 
issued a denial, carefully worded so 
as to leave him a way to admit actual 
presence at Commonwealth, if that 
became necessary. It did, and he 
admitted it; he admitted also he had 
been elected the student body presi- 
dent, still denying he had enrolled; 
but he denied all the rest of the docu- 
mented evidence — evidence that he 
was the May Day speaker at Com- 
monwealth in 1935 and that he went 
as a delegate from die school to a 
United Front gathering at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn. 

But in view of his readiness to 
resort to distortion and untruth when 
he deems it "practical" to do so, you 
can never be certain when he is fall- 
ing back on his code, under which he 
accords himself the privilege of dis- 
torting and misrepresenting truth 
when that serves his own interests. 

There have always been politicians 
like that but generally they have not 
been so bold as to brag about their 
yarns. 

When did Orval Faubus adopt 
prevarication as a useful political 
weapon? The answer may be found 
in his life as a youngster at Combs, 
in Madison County. There he learned 
about socialism and advocated it.

No question about it, Orval Faubus 
was a precocious pupil. His neigh 
bors, his former teachers, his friends 
and even those who distrust him will 
concede that. He studied hard, dis- 
played above-average aptitude and 
was ambitious. 

.. He was exposed to socialism early, 
and he became one of its disciples 
This is one of the items in his past 
that he has managed to conceal. Con- 
fronted with it he would no doubt 
say, as he did about the Common- 
wealth adventure, that he didn't think 
any one was interested — it was some- 
thing his friends and neighbors had 
known for man)' years. 

Many years ago, two Socialists 
O. T. Green and Mack Rouse, 
moved into the Combs community 
They engaged in "missionary" work 
for Socialism there, and among their 
converts was J. Sam Faubus, father 
of Orval. [There was another Sam 
Faubus in the county, a relative, and, 
to . distinguish between them, ac- 
quaintances dubbed Orval's father 
"Little 5am" Faubus. To this day, 



there are many who refer to him in 
that fashion.! 

That was before the era of Com- 
munism, with its emphasis on totali- 
tarianism, Socialism was not, as is 
Communism today, a term of oppro- 
brium; Socialists expressed their views 
openly and frankly, they operated 
above board as a political party ad- 
vocating government ownership of 
railroads, mines, and other business 



enterprise; they thought of them- 
selves as realists; many were atheists 
who set no store by Christianity as 
a solution for the ills of the world 
and the individual. 

"Little Sam" Faubus was an active 
member of the Socialist Party — a, 
"card-carrying" member, as some oL 
his neighbors describe him. He and 
his son, Orval, enjoyed a good de- 
bate. Some of their adversaries still

recall debates in which the Faubuses 
— father and son — spoke for a so- 
cialistic form of government as op- 
posed to the American system. 

When the Communists began their 
drive in the United States, it was 
from among Socialists that they first 
sought recruits. Testimony or wit- 
nesses in 1935 before the Joint com- 
mittee of the Arkansas legislature that 
investigated Commonwealth College 
confirmed that scholarships came 
from at least three sources: 

(1) Labor unions which wished to 
send one or more of their members 
to the school, or to some other com- 
parable school; ( 2 ) the Federal 



Emergency Relief Admimstration, and 
(3) die Socialist Party. 

Orval Faubus has claimed he 
could not remember the source of the 
scholarship to Commonwealth Col- 
lege whicn he told of receiving. It is 
reasonable to presume that it came 
from the Socialist Party, in recogni- 
tion of his own and his father's acti- 
vities. Surely no one seriously thinks 
Faubus had forgotten who furnished 
the scholarship. 

When he was finally driven to con- 
fessing that he did go to Common- 
wealth, he made a bid for sympathy 
by picturing himself as a poor, ooun- 
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try boy eager for an education, so 
eager in fact that he hitchhiked to 
Commonwealth. We have learned 
otherwise. The director of Common- 
wealth College drove to Combs in 
an automobile and took him to the 
school. Orval was 25 years old, was 
married and had been a teacher in 
the public schools for several years. 

He taught school, engaged in pub- 
lic debates on the side of socialism 
and kept up his high school studies 
from the time he was 17 or 18 until 
at the age of 24 he received a high 
school diploma from the State Voca- 
tional School at HuntsviDe. There is

general agreement on those facts by 
his current biographers. 

But both Sam Harris in the Ga- 
zette and George Douthit in the 
Democrat have attempted to fix the 
date of Faubus* sojourn at Common- 
wealth as 1934. That is false, as they 
can determine by reading the series 
of admissions by the candidate in 
August, 1954. He did not dispute 
that it was in 1935, and by the end 
of the camp aign he was admitting it 
was AFTER the legislative inquiry 
which attracted nationwide attention. 
It is not likely that Orval Faubus, 
by that time over 25 years old, mar- 
ried and a school teacher, known as a 
voracious reader, would have missed 
those headlines in the Gazette during 
February, 1935. 

Reviewing the testimony before the 
legislative committee of 1935, we 
have turned up several facts that as- 
sume especial significance now that 
Arkansas may have a governor who 
came under the influence of Com- 



monwealth. Witnesses told the leg- 
islators this in February, 1935: 

1. The next term would begin 
April 1. That fixes the time of Or- 
val s arrival early in April or shortly 
before — bis campaign advertisements 
finally became mat specific. It also 
emphasizes how consciously decep- 
tive be (with the Gazette's help) 
was in citing the student body roster 
of February, 1935, as evidence that 
he was never a student there. 

2. A term lasted three months. 
That, the Commonwealth Fortnightly 
files indicate, was the period of Fau- 
bus* residence at the school. One 
witness said mat most students re- 
mained no longer than that. 

3. It teas the policy for students 
on scholarships, after they had com- 
pleted the three-month indoctrina- 
tion, to return to their homes and 
work ameno. their friends and neigh* 
bars for the cause. This was ex- 
plained by a Commonwealth student 



who was there on a scholarship from 
a labor union of which he was a 
member in Pennsylvania. 

4. Scltolarshlps, school officers 
said, were provided by the Social- 
ist Party t labor unions and the Fed* 
eral Emergency JleUef Ajdmi nistra-V 
turn. The latter scholarships, four in — 
number, were established by the 
FERA to appease Commonwealth's 
champions in the federal relief set- 
up who didn't like it when the state 
relief organization insisted that the' 
FERA's educational program, direct- 
ed out of Washington independently 
of the state ERA office, be discon- 
tinued in Arkansas. It was staffed 
with radicals bent on causing all the 
trouble they could, especially in East- 
ern Arkansas but also among teachers, 
relief workers and miners. The Ark* 
ansas State Federation of Labor was 
among the first to square off in op* 
position to Commonwealth College 
and Us activities in labor group*.

wealth College at Mena. . . . 1 set 
out and hitch-hiked to the College 
near Mena'' {Note: Another report 
is that the Commonwealth director 
drove to Combs in a car and took 
.him to the college.] 

"Information obtained from the 
townspeople did not indicate the Col- 
lege then had the had name which 
it later acquired" [Note: Remember 
this was AFTER the 193-5 legislature 
had investigated the school at the re- 
quest of Mena residents and organi- 
zations, and had denounced it as a 
menace.] 

"Arriving on 4he .campus .during, 
the organizational period, preceding 
the beginning of a firm or semester, 
(Note: The term began April 1, 1935. 
but you wouldn't know it from the 
Faubus statement. 1 / too* elected 
jnesident of the Student Association. 
[Note: Thus he confirms one of the 
articles in the May Day issue of the 
Commonwealth Fortnightlv, but he 
wants you to take his word for it that 
the other articles about him — about 
his May Day speech and his selection 
asone'of the delegates to a Com- 
munist-tainted meeting at Chat- 
tanooga—were false.] 
. *7 was nor acauainted with a single 
student or faculty member prior to 
my arrival at the college and could 
not account for Hie selection. [Note: 
He must have been highly recom- 
mended by some one with influence, 
wouldn't you suppose?} 

"X inquired (from whom?} about 
accreditation with other colleges. I 
found tltat work at tlie college would 
not be accredited toward a degree at 
the University of Arkansas or oilier 
reputable colleges." 

[Note: If he inquired from Direc- 
tor Koch he must have learned that 
the tatter's studies at Commonwealth 
had been accredited at the University 
of Wisconsin, which turned out quite 
a flock of "progressives" in that era. 
As for the University of Arkansas, it 



certainly was not accrediting Com- 
monweilth students, as Orval had 
plenty of opportunity to learn before 
ever going to Commonwealth.] 

"By this time I had observed oilier 
tilings not to my liking [Note: Such 
as the Russian hammer and Sickle in- 
signia in a concrete walk and pictures 
of Stalin and Lenin on walls." J nor in 
conformity to my philosophy of life, 
such as the testimony of tlie head of 
the college, before a legislative com* 
mittee that he did not believe in a 
God. [Note: That testimony was given 
February 15, 1935-obviously Faubus 
intended to leave the impression that

Faubus did not tell: When he went 
to Commonwealth. 

How long he remained. 

What he saw. 

Who eave him the scholarship. 

Whom he met. 

Where he lived while he was there. 

At Newport July 30, 1954, Faubus 
told a group of newspaper reporters 
accompanying him on his speaking 
tour that he had never been a stu- 
dent at Commonwealth, but he con- 
fided off the record [and they sup- 
pressed this information at fits re- 
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quest! that he had gone to the school 
but left immediately thereafter. He 
told them also he had informed Harry 
S. Ashmore, Arkansas Gazette execu- 
tive editor, of that the day before- 
Mr. Ashmore also co-operated by 
suppressing Faubus* admission. 

By Sunday, July 31, Faubus was 
saying he had remained "two or three 
days," but by August 5 this had 
stretched to two weeks. He published 
what purported to be an affidavit 
from Helen Shephard Chaney, identi . 
fied as a "former resident of Menu.* 
Arkansas, and now a housewife in 
Kansas." 

Again, there were pertinent omis- 
sions. Where in Kansas does she re- 
side? Mow did it happen that the 
only such affidavit was obtained from 
a non-resident, whose home address 
was withheld. She lives in Kansas, 
Faubrs said, but Kansas is a fairly 
large state, and mail addressed to ht*r 
with no more address than that would 
never be delivered. 

Hmvrver. it should be observed 
that her affidavit fixes the year of 
the Faubus adventure at Common- 
wealth as 1935. (Gazette and Demo- 
crat, please take note.] 

Says the Chaney affidavit: 

"i lived on a farm near the Com- 
monwealth Colleec, which at that 
time was regarded as a good place for 
recreation. (Note: That is not what 
the farmers, Mena city .officials, and 
attorneys told the 1935 legislative 
committee when it went there on its 
investigation - BEFORE Orval ar 
rived.] 

"/ first became acquainted with 
Orwl the day he came to the college 
through an introduction by Jimmy 
Faulks. [Xote: She meant Jam*^ 
Fulks; he was among the students 
there in February, according to Di- 
rector Koch's testimony at the time. 
So Orval did knowjhe Fulks family, 
even tliough~in~August," 1954rhe~de- 
clared he was not acquainted with a 
single student or faculty member 
when he arrived at Commonwealth. 
Clay Fulks, a teacher at Common- 
wealth, was known as a Socialist and 
has said he had been a guest in the 
Faubus home.] 

**Onc night during tlie second week 
he was there, he told a group of m 
tlxat he was going to leave the col- 
lege.'' [Xote: That disposes of the 
"two or three days'* story, first pro- 
jected by Faubus.] 

"The following day Orval Faubus 
left y and he never returned to Com- 
monwealth CoUege." [Note: Do*s 
she know everybody who ever re- 
turned to Commonwealth Collece? 
We are not at all certain Orval didn't 
go back, at least for one quick mis- 
sion. More about that in the next 
chapter.]

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Orval Faubus After Commonwealth 





In the biographical sketches tup- 
plied to newspapers by the Faubus 
campaign headquarters, the year 1935 
was disposed of with a sentenc 
stating that he had been on the West 
Coast at that time. Not a word about 
Commonwealth College. He con 
tends his friends and neighbors a! 
ready knew about it, so lie didn 
bother to mention it; still he went 
into details about other phases of 
his life with which they were familiar. 
' Maybe he actually went to the 
West Coast in 1935, maybe not; if 
he did, where out there did he go 
what did he do? 

In 1936, he was back in Madison 
County. He made the first of five 
political campaigns that summer. He 
became a candidate for representative 
in the Democratic primary. In his 
fifth campaign— the one for governor 
in 1954-he related that the Com- 
monwealth report was "whispered 
about" in the 1936 campaign, and, in 
setting up his defense, arrangements 
were made for the Commonwealth 
College director to write a letter to 
Faubus* township committeeman, de 
nying that Faubus had been enrolled 
a student there. 

That indicates that Faubus in 1936 
was still on friendly terms with the 
school officials, sufficiently so for 
them to co-operate by furnishing a 
letter he thought would help him 
in his political campaign. Is it im- 
probable that the Commonwealth 
College people, disturbed by the 1935 
legislative investigation, wanted some 
friends in the 1937 General Assembly 
and suggested to young Orval that he 
file as a candidate for representative. 
He would have you believe now that 
he disapproved of Commonwealth 
but if he did, is it not likely that he 
would have told his prospective con 
stituents about it and would have 
asked their support in an endeavor 
to follow up the 1935 inquiry with 
another in 1937 in which he could 
take part and give the benefit of his 
personal experiences? 

AD he did about Commonwealth 
m the campaign, though, was to try 
to refute with a Commonwealth let- 
ter a "whispered" report that he had 
gone there. HE BEGAN RUNNING 
FROM THE COMMONWEALTH 
REVELATION THEN AND HE 
HAS BEEN AT IT EVER SINCE. 



He lost the nomination to W. J 
Ledford, who was elected at the 
1936 General Election and who is 
this year the Democratic nominee for 
county judge. Commonwealth College 
was again the subject of proposed 
legislation in 1937— a bill sponsored 
by East Arkansas interests sought to 
put the school out of business—and 
Orval Faubus went to bat for Com- 
monwealth, with a letter urging de- 
feat of the measure aimed at the 
school that, 12 years later, the U. S. 
Department of Justice declared had 
been a Communist enterprise. It 
was closed by court order in 1941. 

But never from 1935 to 1954 did 
Orval Faubus criticize it publicly or 
so fax as we have been able to de- 
termine, privately. He even recom- 
mended it in the letter he wrote in 
1937, in an effort to forestall enact- 
ment of legislation unfavorable to it. 

Defeat in 1936 did not sour Fau- 
bus on politics. He had come close 
to landing the nomination. In 1938, 
he ran for circuit clerk, and this time 
he won. He had mounted the first 
rung in the ladder of political suc- 
cess. In 1940, he was elected „ for 
his second term. Before he com- 
pleted it, the country was at war with 
Germany and Japan, and in May, 
1942, Faubus became a Voluntee 
Officer Candidate. That way he stay- 
ed in the Army only if he got a com 
mission. 

His patent attempt to capitalize 
on his military service is in such con- 
trast to the modesty of Lieut. Gov. 
Nathan Gordon, whose heroic exploits 
earned the Congressional Medal o 
Honor, that we cannot forbear men- 
tioning it Not all military service 
veterans are entitled to votes of their 
fellow citizens. One recent example 
comes to mind. Lieut Col Harry 
Fleming, described in press dispatches 
as M a decorated officer from Racine, 
Wis.,** was prosecuted last month on 
collaboration charges on the strength 
of testimony of other officers and en 
listed personnel that "Fleming gave 
anti-capitalist speeches and ran er- 
rands tor his Red captors'* while he, 
and the witnesses against him, were 
prisoners of war in Korea. The sen- 
sible voter will look beyond a candi- 
date's own estimate of his war rec- 
ord. 

As a matter of academic interest 
only, we quote here from Elizabeth 



Bentley's book, "Out of Bondage" 
(page 172): 

"Fearing to lose a valuable agent* 
we encouraged him (Lud Ullman) 
to applu for Officers' Training . . . 
Rejected because of flat feet and sinus 
trouble, he entered basic training in 
the Army. His facility for learning 
easilu and his ability to take hard, 
grueling discipline without whimper* 
ing . . . impressed his superiors, /m- 
mediatehj he was sent to Officer 
Candidate School, from which he 
emerged a lieutenant!* Ullman had 
been a Communist agent in the 
Treasury previously, as an Army of- 
ficer, so Miss Bentley (herself a for- 
mer Red agent) wrote, "He became 
more valuable to us than he had been 
in the Treasury" 

In checking qualifications and the 
record of a candidate, it is wise not to 
stop with his military service; some- 
times it is not a reliable test of a man's 
capacity for honorable public service. 

Faubus came out of the Army In 
1946; he ran for county judge that 
summer, and was defeated. That was ^ 
the year, also, that marked his entry 
into the field of journalism. He ac- 
quired the Madison County Record, 
a weekly newspaper, which he still 
edits. It is printed for him in nearby 
Springdale, Washington County. 

A memorable year for Arkansas was 
1948. Harry S. Ashmore was im- 
ported from North Carolina to be- 
come executive editor of the Arkan- 
sas Gazette. Sidney S. McMath 
campaigned for governor for the first 
time. Quickly, tne Ashmore-McMath 
affinity was established, in the moldV- 
ing of a political machine. Contact 
was made with Orval Faubus, and he 
campaigned vigorously and effectively 
for McMath. 

His reward was recognition from 
the McMath administration with an 
appointment such as usually is re- 
served by governors for more popu- 
lous and heavier voting counties than 
Madison, with its 11,000 population 
and a normal Democratic primary 
vote of 1,500 to 2.000. It is pre- 
dominantly Republican, but McMath, 
for all h:s expressed aversion to Re- 
publicans, was not deterred from 
giving Faubus a place on the High- 
way Commission and a free hand with 
state patronage in Madison County. 
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Faubus die State Official 





Orval Faubus was " one of Mc* 
Math's original highway commis- 
sioners. He was the most energetic 
of the crew, and used state money 
unsparingly in building political sup- 
port for the future. He was as re- 
sourceful a highway commissioner as 
he is a candidate. He recognized the 
vote-getting potentiality of roads and 
bridges. Abo he knew that they en- 
hance property values. 

His county received more dollars 
per capita from the Highway Depart- 
ment while he was commissioner than 
any other in Arkansas. Highways 61, 
67, 04, 65, 70, 71, 79, 62 and other 
major routes waited while Faubus ex- 
pedited the projects in which he had 
a particular interest 

By way of illustration— in Febru- 
ary, 1951, he had 'the Highway Com- 
mission re-route Highway 23 through 
Huntsville. This enabled him to have 
highway maintenance crews and high- 
way materials used to improve the 
new location. A few months later > 
he resigned from the Highway Com- 
mission to become Governor Mc- 
Math's administrative assistant, but 
he was allowed to choose his own 
successor. A. C. Mowerv Jr., also 
of Madison County, got tne nod. In 
September, 1951. Mowery presented 
a resolution which the Highway 
Commission approved, abandoning 
the curlier relocation of the Highway 
23 route through Huntsville and 
clearing the way for more mainten- 
ance money to* be spent improving 
streets thus incorporated into the 
highway system. 

In the process, two new bridges 
were built at Huntsville, but nobody 
in the Highway Department has ever 
been able to find the authorization 
for their construction. That was the 
way Faubus did things-legal and ad- 
ministrative obstacles meant nothing 
to him. 

Then, as the governor's aide, he 
applied pressure on the U. S. Bureau 
of Public Roads for approval of a 
project for paving as a segment of 
Highway 23 the road from Hunts- 
ville to Forum, but the Bureau and 
state Highway Department engineers 
were agreed that another location 
should have priority. The Bureau 
would not accede to Faubus* de- 
mands. This prompted Governor Mc- 
Math to lambast the Bureau for 
withholding its aid on the job. 

Also it prompted the Arkansas 
Democrat to look into the matter. It 
published a story that cited the oath 
of office of hiehway commissioners, 
who are prohibited from having any 
personal interest in a road contract. 
Mowery complained that he had been 
libeled; he brought suit against the 



Democrat, and at the trial Faubus 
was Mowery's principal witness. The 
judge said that, unless the newspaper 
article was accurate, Mowery had 
been libeled and was entitled to dam- 
ages. The jury took only a few min- 
utes to decide that Mowery was not 
entitled to any damages. 

One of Faubus* first acts as the 
governor's administrative assistant In 
the summer of 1951 was to appear 
as speaker-old acquaintances say he 
always did like to orate— at a meeting 
of rural mail carriers who heard him 
promise that proceeds of a $7,000,000 
bond sale in 1952 would all be used 
on secondary roads. There was no 
$7,000,000 bond sale in 1952-the 
Audit Commission called attention to 
the provisions in the 1949 highway 
bond law which barred further issues 
with revenues and federal aid at the 
high level reached in 1952. 

Faubus never balked at anything 
the McMath administration wanted 
him to do; never took exception to 
anything it did; in fact, he alone of 
all McMath's appointees had the 
temerity to take up the cudgels with 
a public defense (in a speech at 
Soringdale) against the Audit Com- 
mission and in behalf of the McMath 
regime in the spring of 1952. 

It was Faubus, too. who directed 
the collection of a campaign "pot* 
from Madison County citizens for 
McMath in 1952 and organized the 
send-off dinner in the governors 
honor at Huntsville as a third term 
campaign starter. 

One of the most notorious of the 
McMath Highway Commission deals 
was the bie truclc purchase, consum- 
mated in McMath's campaign head- 
quarters in a Little Rock hotel the 
Sunday after he was renominated in 
1950. Faubus made the morion at 
the Commission meeting the preced- 
ing Friday that was the authority used 
hv buying 120 trucks without com- 
petitive bidding from the Crawford 
Motor Co. at Benton. 

In the 1952 campaign, Faubus 
wore out one of those Chevrolet cars 
which had been bought bv the High- 
way Department from Truman Ba- 
ker and turned over to the governor i 
office in 1949. He traveled the state 
bv day and ni?ht, trving to hold the 
political lines for McMath. Faubus, 
though no longer a member of the 
Commission, appeared at its meeting 
in May, 1952, with a mimeoeraphed 
statement, ostensibly bv the Commis- 
sion, assuring the' public that the 
$20000000 of newly programmed 
orojects could all be contracted by 
the end of the year. 

Onlv Faubus and McMath boldlv 



insisted that was true. That was 
when 'the ARKANSAS RECORDER 
to cease publishing if the Mc- 



Math administration could make good 
its promise to have all the new jobs 
contracted by December 31, 1952. 
It didn't come near to doing it. The 
1952 highway program which Fau- 
bus and McMath used to influence 
votes was just what it was called 
at the time by the then Attorney 
General Dee Murry — a "fraud." It 
did not save McMath from over- 
whelming defeat 

With McMath's days in office num- 
bered, Faubus made another move 
within the administration. He was 
appointed highway director by Gov- 
ernor McMath, and took over that 
office September 1, 1952. His news- 
paper editorially opposed the Con- 
stitutional amendment to reduce the 
number of highway commissioners to 
5, from 12; to provide for staggered 
terms of 10 years each, and to leave 
employment of the director up to the 
Commission. Editor Faubus profes- 
sed to dislike the amendment because, 
under it, a majority of the Senate 
could dictate tne selection of the 
highway director. 

When the Cherry administration 
got under way in January, 1953, 
Faubus was still hanging onto the 
highway director's job, and maneu- 
vering to try to force tne new High- 
way Commission to hire him. A pe- 
tition for senators to sign, in Faubus* 
behalf, was circulated — apparently 
Faubus was trying to utilize for his 
own benefit the power vested in the 
Senate under the Highway Commis- 
sion amendment— power he had edi- 
torialized was objectionable. 

It was a long shot bid for the high- 
way directorship that did not pay off. 
His application was rejected by the 
new Commission. Wouldn't it have 
been farcical if he had succeeded in 
infiltrating the new Highway Depart-_ 
roent set-up? Even so, he didnotT 
lose his hold on state patronage. His 
relatives continued to keep their jobs 
with the Highway Department, even 
while he was tearing into Director 
Herbert Eldridge and the Commis- 
sion. 



Severed from the Highway De- 
partment in 1953, Faubus returned to 
Huntsville and his newspaper; and 
his long-pending appointment as post- 
master was consummated. His wife 
had been serving in an ^acting" ca- 
pacity while he was devoting his time 
and talents to the McMath adminis- 
tration. The Hatch Act was passed 
to prevent federal employes, includ- 
ing postmasters, from political in- 
volvement, but Faubus paid little

Huntsville — Arkansas* Highway 
Commission apparently U planning 
to spend a half-million dollars on a 
project near here which could be 
completed with less than $69,000 of 
state money* I 

The proposed project goes by the 
fsrni of A. C Mowery Jr., member 
of the State Highway Commission. 

This is what has happened: 

Sometime ago the Highway Com- 
mission applied for federal aid for 
a project to close a gap in Highway 
23 north of Huntsville toward Eu- 
reka Springs. 

They sought aid on a route along 
Highway 23 from Huntsville to 



Forum, a distance of 7.3 miles. The 
Public Roads Bureau turned them 
down, but offered federal aid on an 
alternate route, Huntsville* to For* 
urn, over Highway 127 which would 
require only 4.5 miles of work and 
accomplish the same connection* 
800 Feet of Bridge, j 

The Democrat decided to Investl* 
gate and found that the western 
route, which goes by Commission* 
er Mowery*- farm, would cost In 
the neighborhood of $500,000 be- 
cause about 800 feet of bridge 
would have to be constructed. It Is 
the longer route by nearly three 
yniles and crosses both the War 
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Eagle and Holman creeks. 

It also follows the creek bottom 
area which would necessitate num- 
erous expensive fills. Commissioner 
Mowery's farm is located in the 
fertile creek bottom section. 

The western route serves only 
20 houses, one small cemetery and 
no schools, churches or stores. 
Without federal aid the full $500,000 
cost of this project would have to 
be borne by the state* 

On the other hand, the shorter 
eastern route, because of the fact 
that it follows a ridge location, 
could be constructed for $125,000. 
V/lth federal aid, it would drop the 
cost to the state to less than $65,- 
000. 

The eastern route also serves a 
much better developed area which 
includes 35 houses, two schools, two 
churches, a large cemetery, the 
Alabam postoffice and settlement 
with three stores, the communities 
of Osage and Cedar Bluff, and a 
tomato cannery. k 

First Phase Program mid. 

The Hatfield and Bohannan store 
at Alabam, served only by the east- 
em route, purchased $40,000 worth 
of strawberries this year— an Indi- 
cation of the development of this 
area which the Highway Commis- 
sion apparently Is planning to shunt 
aside to build a more expensive 
political road. 

The first phase of the expensive 
western route project has already 
been programmed, a three-mile 
stretch from Huntsville north to

Holman Creek and the Democrat 
learned from residents jvf this area 
that a strong effort will i be made to 
get the contract let on the first 
phase of this job at the; next meet- 
ing of the commission early in 
August 

Once a contract Is let on one 
phase of a job, it is usually follow- 
ed through to completion, which 
would include grading drainage, 
structures and surfacing for die 
entire route from Huntsville to 
Forum. 

Residents along the eastern route, 
who had protested the ■ location of 
the project on the western route, 
admitted they had practically given 
up hopes of blocking the project 
after Mowery was named on the 
commission. 

Mowery succeeded Orval Faubus, 
also of Huntsville, who resigned the 
commission to become secretary to 
Governor McMath. 
Hunt-vllle's Three Bridges. 

Huntsville, incidentally, appears 
to be getting Its share of highway 
projects. Nearly 20 pieces of high- 
way equipment were counted work* 
ing in that area Thursday, most of 
them right in the city of Huntsville 
engaged in building a new bridge 
across Holman Creek. ! 

This would not have Men unusual 
had there not been a fairly new, sub- 
stantial creek bridge already con- 
structed within a hundred feet of 
the new one with still a third bridge 
only about 200 feet away. The Dem- 
ocrat wasn't able to firtd out who 
lived up the road by the hew bridge.

Residents of the eastern route on' 
the Huntsville-Forum project said ' 
they had gotten up petitions signed : 
by several hundred persons served . 
by that route protesting the build- ' 
ing of the western route, but didn't 
know what had happened to them. 
Petitions Filed, 

"I asked Orval (Faubus) about 
the petitions," one of them said,' 
"and he told me Jay Baker (state 
highway director) had filed it. 1 
don't know whether that means any* 
thing or not** 

Another resident along the east* 
ern route said: 

"We didn't figure we had much 
of a chance after Mr. Mowery was ' 
named on the commission since he 
owns a farm on the other route, but 
Orval (Faubus) came around and 
told us not to worry and that after 
they build the road past Mr. Mow- 
ery's place they would come back 
and build our road for us, too." 

Residents of the area appeared 
to have great confidence in the abil- 
ity of Mr. Faubus to get things done 
in the Highway Department Al- 
though he had been oft the commis- 
sion for some time, Faubus sat in 
on the last meeting of the commis- 
sion and took copious notes. 

He has been a strong advocate of . 
the construction of secondary roada 
In Arkansas and it was while Faubus 
was still on the Highway Commis- 
sion that the expensive western 
route Huntsville-Forum project was 
programmed. jf 
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heed to that lftw. 

His open, widely-publicized quest 
of support, financial and otherwise, 
as he prepared to make a run for the 
governors office loomed as an actual 
challenge to Republicans to do some- 
thing about tne postmaster's fob. 
Even if he had stayed out of the 



campaign as he had said at one 
time he would, he could not have 
retained the postmastexship long. His 
guard was down, and with so many 
Republicans in his own County, it was 
logical that some of them would feel 
entitled to consideration for the fed- 
eral patronage so long denied them. 
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v^ho Is This Man Faubus?" 
Thh is far from a complete answer 
to the question: 

Hie coming weeks may provide 
new, and dramatic material for sup- 
plementing the story.

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The Campaign Issues 





Elsewhere in tfcis volume the prin- 
cipal issues of the Cherry-Faubus 
campaign are reviewed in detail in 
articles reprinted from the RECORD- 
ER. Here the purpose is merely to 
summarize and evaluate them, and to 
gauge the caliber of the certified 
nominee by the manner in which he 
dealt with them. 

Relied on by Faubus 

i 

The issues which Faubus used in 
his speeches and advertisements were, 
in great measure, a smoke screen for 
the campaign he had waged long 
before he paid his ballot fee and that 
he carried on through August 10. He 
made the most of the animosity among 
the vast majority of county court- 
house politicians and local political 
bosses toward Cherry. 

Few of them ever were enthusias- 
tic about Faubus; and before the bat- 
tle was over they were wishing the\ 
bad drafted another candidate. Their 
commitments to one another to go 
all out against Cherry held them to* 
gether, however, ana they managtd 
to corral the votes necessary to show 
Faubus with a majority. Their in- 
fluence in the selection of precinct 
judges and clerks and their influ- 
ence over the same judges and clerks 
in many counties was, in the final 
analysis, decisive. Therein lay the 
secret of ballot box manipulation in 
scores of precincts in Madison, Mis- 
sissippi, Newton and numerous other 
counties. 

Even in counties which Cherry 
carried by wide margins, the manipu- 
lators usually found a way to cut in 
on his vote ty tilting a box here and 
there heavily against him. Run a 
finger across the tabulation in almost 
any county — in Desha County, for 
example, pause at Mississippi Town- 
ship, compare the vote" in the first 
ana second primaries and remember 
that most of the poll tax payers there 
are Negroes who usually vote as 
ordered by a few planters. Look also 
at the Blackville box in Jackson Coun- 
ty — only two white electors were 
listed in that township, which had 
147 Negro poll tax payers. Notice 
the one-sided majority for Faubus. 
Then think back to trie Democratic 
State Committee meeting October 7 
when three Negroes were selected by 
it for membership — one of them, 
perhaps you remember, was Pickens 
Black Jr., son of the founder and 
proprietor of the plantation for which 
Blackville is the headquarters and 
voting precinct 

Even with the effective work of 
the county political bosses, Faubus 



would have fallen so far short that 
even the manipulation in Mauison and 
otner counties would not nave pulled 
nun through, without support tram 
other quarters — such as tne CIO, 
wnich really turned on the steam 
tor him; a tew otner labor organiza- 
tions the leaders of wnich are at the 
beck and call of former Governor 
McMath; some Negro wardntelers 
whose handiwork accounted for hun- 
dreds of votes for Faubus in both 
Little Rock and North Little Rock. 

Deals in the dark of night behind 
closed doors — not public debate of 
issues — determined the course oi 
those political elements. One such 
meeting took place on the 13th floor 
of the Grady Manning Hotel in Litde 
riock on the Sunday night before the 
run-off, with large blocs of labor 
and Negro votes as the subject of 
Darter. 

In those negotiations, ex-Governor 
McMath was the key figure. He had 
just been defeated for the U. S. Sen- 
ate; his only hope of survival lies in 
Faubus' success but he has re- 
mained in the background, while 
Faubus strives eaxnestiy to convince 
a critical and suspicious public that 
his administration would not be a 
revival of the McMath regime. 

Faubus* main issue can best be 
described as the persona] opposition 
among potent politicians to Governor 
Cherry. They were not really, upset 
about legislation he sponsored, ad- 
ministrative practices he fostered or 
appointments he made, except as he 
trod on their toes here and there and 
ignored their demands for recogni- 
tion. More than one of them, now 
that defeat of the governor has been 
accomplished, are regretting it. They 
did not care to see him denied a sec- 
ond term so much as they wanted to 
demonstrate to him that they could 

beat him in their own counties. 

u 

Principal talking issue for Faubus 
was the 100 per cent assessment 
amendment He sensed its unpopu- 
larity, and made the most of it His 
was not a thoughtful, intelligent op- 
position based on understanding of 
the measure or the problem. Tne 
issue did not get him nearly as many 
votes as it was credited with turning 
his way. Most taxable values are in 
cities and towns. Cherry carried all 
but a few of them, most of them by 
substantial majorities. 
Ill 

Perhaps the most telling among 
Faubus* smoke-screen issues was his 
attack on the Welfare Department. 
His technique was in keeping with 
the type oi prejudicial appeal that, 
in the '30s, the Commonwealth Col- 
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lege faculty and students used in 
creating dissatisfaction among relief 
workers and tenant farmers. A read- 
ing of the testimony given before the 
1935 legislative investigating commit- 
tee by various witnesses will impress 
you with the similarity in approach. 
Faubus had no plan for increasing 
the amounts of welfare checks; he just 
promised to put more people on the 
rolls, and to make it easier to qualify 
for the aid. He bore down constantly 
on a remark about "deadheads" re- 
moved from the rolls which the press 
had been attributing to Governor 
Cherry for many months. 

The Faubus campaign definitely 
put the Welfare Department into bit- 
terly partisan politics. 

Utility rate increases were seized 
upon as another smoke-screen issue, 
with the Arkansas Power and Light 
Co. catching the brunt of the on- 
slaught. How ineffectual this issue 
was can be gleaned from the votes. 
Cherry's biggest vote, and Faubus* 
smallest, came in Arkansas Power 
and Light Co. territory. But many 
persons have swallowcJ the propa- 
ganda put out by the Faubus ele- 
ments that utility rate changes cost 
Cherry the election. If that were true, 
what would account for the fact that 
Faubus ran strongest in counties 
where the AP&L has not* one retail 
customer? 

V 

One issue, aside from strictly poli- 
tical opposition to Cherry, that pro- 
foundly affected the vote in several 
counties, to Cherry's disadvantage, 
was his veto of the bill to repeal the 
sales tax on feed, seed and fertilizer. 
This decision by the governor, which 
he was advised to make by the Ga- 
zette among others, had 'infuriated 
leaders of the poultry industry and 
they stood ready to cause Cherry all 
the trouble they could — not caring 
much who would benefit Faubus 
could let that issue take care of itself 
without too much nudging from him. 
He reaped the harvest of votes in the 
area most directly affected just as he 
did in the domains of most political 
bosses, solely because of the resent- 
ment against Cherry. 
VI 

Faubus extended his appeals to 
prejudice to the Highway Depart- 
ment, promising at first to fire Di- 
rector Herbert ' Eldridge and then 
back-pedaling on that point before 
August 10. He had been told the 
public was favorably disposed to- 
ward the new Highway Commis- 
sion, and he tried to allay fears that 
he would tear up the program. What 
he really intends to do is still subject

of oonjectUk^it's safe to say he got 
all the anti-Highway Commission 
votes; whether he set at ease the 
minds of those who were fearful of 
what he would do is conjectural. 
There's no evidence he changed many 
votes by an eleventh-hour pretense 
of acceptance of the new policies in 
the Highway Department The near- 
ly unanimous backing he got from 
county judges makes it fairly certam 
he will ask legislation to ease the 
right-of-way purchase regulation un- 
der which the Commission has been 
getting all the right-of-way it can 
without cost to the state. This has 
necessitated county judges using 
some of their road money for such 
acquisitions, and they don't like it. 
More was said about this behind the 
scenes than in the public discussions. 

Not a single constructive proposal 
emanated from the Faubus campaign. 
It was built entirely of carping criti- 
cism, with an overlay of prejudice, 
jealousy and selfish ambition. 

Anti-Faubus Issues 



Orval Faubus* intimate association 
with the McMath administration had 
not been impressed upon most Ark- 
ansas citizens. Many had only a 
faint idea of who he was. That was 
especially true of those who were 
bent only on beating Governor 
Cherry. Tney did not care whom thev 
did it with - at least they didn't 
care until too late for them to do 
anything by way of correction. 

The Cherry preferential primary 
campaign, with three opponent* in 
the field, touched lightly on Fau- 
bus* McMath tie-up. Then, in the 
run-off, the Cherry campaign pro- 
ceeded on the theory — a far-fetched 
assumption - that both McMath 
and former Gov. Homer Adkins were 
having nothing to do with the Fau- 
bus drive for votes. There was an 
occasional foray seemingly aimed at 
the McMath administration, but for 
the most part die ex-governor's name 
was not called and undoubtedly many 
a citizen never identified McMath \ 
administration with die names of his 
old appointees whom the Cherry 
campaign singled out to remind the 
public of the McMath regime's rec- 
ord of waste, extravagance and fa- 
voritism. 

As a whole, half-hearted efforts to 
exploit the anti-McMath issue flopped, 
partly because it was not devel- 
oped from the start of die cam- 
paign and in part because Gov- 
ernor Cherry hid not kept up a inn- 
ning fight against his predecessors 
administration after the 1952 elec- 
tion, fie had, in fact, gone easy with 
it more than once. This made it im- 
possible to rekindle the fires of pub- 
lic indignation which had burned so 
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high two years before. >-^ 

n 

The Commonwealth College issue 
was the only new factor in the run 
off primary campaign. Governor 
Cherry had failed by 15,000 to amasj; 
a majority in a total preferential vote 
of 325,000, and the odds were de- 
cidedly against him coming back in 
the ensuing two weeks to retrieve the 
nomination for a second term. He 
gained back more than a sufficiency 
of votes, based on the first primary 
aggregate, but the ballot total rose 
50,000 and he had no means of off- 
setting the manipulation* — like 
Madison County's — that accounted 
for Faubus* certified 6,911 majority. 

As it turned out, the Common- 
wealth issue is the only one that did 
not die down with the run-off pri- 
mary. It has remained alive, to 
plague Faubus all through the gen- 
eral election campaign, in which 
Mayor Pratt Remmel of Little Rock 
is his Republican opponent. It has 



not been necessary for Remmel to 
refer to Commonwealth. Dissatisfied 
Democrats in homes, in stores, in of- 
fices, on the streets, in the country 
and cities — everywhere — have been 
discussing it ana Faubus' contradic- 
tory explanations have been analyzed, 
defended and ridiculed throughout 
the state. 

As for the idea that the issue re- 
acted against Cherry — *tudy °* &* 
voting proves the contrary. The gov- 
ernor not only improved his vote ra- 
tio, statewide; he also gained strength 
in those centers of population which 
television, radio and daily newspapeis 
reached with details of the day-by- 
day controversy that raged through 
the closing week of die run-off fight. 

Nothing less than the defeat of 
Faubus November 2 could bury the 
Commonwealth issue. Even then, lie 
might not individually be able to es- 
cape from it, but Arkansas as a state 
would no longer need to be concerned 
with or involved in it

The con- 
gressman believed him, and filed the 
protest letter without referring it to 
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the Postofficc Department, tnUCivil 
Service Commission or the FBI. 

Senator McClellan consulted Con- 
gressman Trimble, learned that the 
Faubus nomination would be coming 
through, and wrote the complainant 
that, when it reached the Senate, op- 
portunity would be given for a pub- 
lic hearing at which Faubus* qualifi- 
cations and past associations could 
be inquired into. 

A copy of the senator's letter was 
mailed to Faubus. The protest 
against the Faubus appointment was 



not followed up; the information re- 
garding Commonwealth went no 
further than the senator's files. 

Again, Faubus had avoided a 
showdown on Commonwealth.

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The Great Challenge Before Arkansas 

(Paraphrasing the title of Gazette editorial August 12) 

We think we can put our finger on the main reason for 
Governor Cherry's unsuccessful campaign. It was the enmity of 
potent politicians in a majority of the counties — men accus- 
tomed to having governors kowtow to them who didn't like Gov- 
ernor Cherry's indifference to their influence. 

The items they used in their attack on the governor did not 
really concern them. They made the most of the Cherry adminis- 
tration's espousal of the assessment amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, which will be voted down next November; they misrepre- 
sented the state Welfare Department's policies; they harped on 
utility rate increases; they never let the poultry industry in North- 
west Arkansas forget the Cherry veto of legislation to exempt 
feed, seed and fertilizer from the sales tax. 

With those issues, they forced Governor Cherry into the run- 
off. At that stage, his situation was accurately appraised by the 
Gazette in its August 12 editorial; 

44 At the end of the first primary, Governor Cherry was faced 
with the mathematical probability of defeat. His vote was almost 
15,000 behind that cast for his three opponents, and he had to 
assume that the whole of the opposition vote would solidify be- 
hind the rtin-off challenger, Orval Faubus. Moreover, as it docs 
in any election when au incumbent falls short of a majority, the 
psychological advantage suddenly stvitched to the opposition - 
which now had a bandwagon to ride," 

But Mr. Faubus did not ride to the nomination on any band- 
wagon. Just as he was about to shift into high gear, something 
happened. The Commonwealth College issue bobbed up to haunt 
him, and to necessitate the fancy electioneering reflected in the 
returns from certain counties. 

Before you— or you— or you— wash your hands of all political 
activity, and castigate the electorate for apparent stupidity or 
cupidity or a combination of both, spend a few hours— as we 
have— poring over the primary election returns. 

You will find that the nomination of Orval Faubus for gov- 
ernor was not the people's doing. He is the beneficiary (it could 
have been John Doe just as well) of perhaps the boldest political 
grab in Arkansas history. 

Admittedly it could not have succeeded if Governor Cherry 
had not placed the weapons in his enemies* hands— weapons with 
which to alarm, to arouse and to mislead a large segment of the 
populace. 

RECORDER subscribers are aware that this newspaper has 
been perhaps the most severe critic of the Cherry administration. 
but our criticism was restricted to specific statutes and ad- 
ministrative practices. We have consistently praised most of the 








governor's appointments to major positions, even 
as we painstakingly picked flaws in the so-called 
100 per cent assessment amendment and with 
purchasing provisions of the 1953 Fiscal Code. 

We have long been under the impression 
that Governor Cherry did not relish the criticism 
from this source. But whatever he or others 
might think, we knew there was nothing per- 
sonal nor bitter in our taking issue with the ad- 
ministration. Long ago, and many times since, 
we declared that none of the legislation or de- 
cisions which we considered errors of judgment 
was justification for denying the governor a sec- 
ond term. It is gratifying to find the Gazette 
belatedly acknowledging that *7*e did not . . , 
deserve defeat on the basis of his record as gov- 
ernor, 

A courageous newspaper, zealous of the stated 
welfare, would not have delayed its endorse- 
ment until too late to serve a worthwhile pur- 
pose. It's protestations to the contrary notwith- 
sanding, the Gazette's so-called news reports 
throughout the campaign were slanted to the 
governor s disadvantage. 



From time to time in the future, we will find 
occasion for further buttressing our premise 
that the primary election outcome amounted to 
a circumvention of the majority's will by poli- 
tical manipulators. For the present, we refer you 
to the tabulation of the Madison County vote 
(top of page 1) and the count in some of the 
precincts in home counties of highway commis- 
sioners who served with Mr. Faubus in the Mc- 
Math administration (see the Top News" de- 
partment on this page). 

The Faubus majority in the state was less 
than 7,000, the official returns showed; his ma- 
jority in all the Madison Count)' precincts plus 
31 precincts in the home counties of 10 of his 
erstwhile Highway Commission colleagues was 
more than he needed to win the primary deci- 
sion. Is further evidence needed of th fact that 
the politicians took the people for a ride? 

We have an idea that, as the days pass, in- 



dependent thinking and independent voting 
Democrats of Arkansas are going to like it less 
and less. For our part, we shall not feel bound 
in the slightest degree by the certification of 
Democratic Committees that a majority of the 
votes was credited to Mr. Faubus. 

There are limits beyond which even the most 
hardbitten politician should not go in attempting 
to control the course of elections and of govern- 
ment. Many a politician got completely out of 
bounds in the recent campaign. The manipula- 
tors had a field day. Usually, governors man- 
age to corral enough of the county bosses to 
offset anything their enemies may do. Gener- 
ally, governors choose one or another faction 
in the counties, and turn local patronage over 
to them. Governor Cherry managed to turn all 
factions against him in many counties. 

Is that to his discredit? It may have been an 
exercise of poor political judgment, but we think 
most citizens of Arkansas privately would ap- 
plaud his independence. The county courthouse 
politicians who fought him did not see it as "in- 
dependence;" they felt antagonized by what they 
saw as the governor's stubborn refusal to accede 
to their demands. 

Don't misunderstand us— we don't dispute the 
right of the courthouse cliques to get together 
in support of a candidate for governor; but we 
do insist they owed it to the people to bring for- 
ward an opponent whom tnat part of the 
(mblic we shall term "non-political" could at 
east accept with good grace.. Further, they 
should not have resorted to the tactics they used 
in swinging the election. 

Mr. Faubus is not now, and will never be, 
acceptable to a large number of Arkansas citi- 
zens. How many, we of course have no way 
of knowing. But, if you have ears, you are hear- 
ing protests from all sides. The politicians may 
find themselves with another campaign to make 
in Mr. Faubus' behalf. There's a general elec- 
tion coming up, at which county election boards 
rather than county committees will select the 
precinct judges and clerks, and at which the 
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opposition to the Democratic nominee will be in 
better position to safeguard the balloting and 
counting than axe minority interests in primaries 
held in some places. 

Vendors and contractors who are being in- 
vited to make substantial contributions to the 
Faubus "campaign fund" will do well to defer 
writing checks until the candidate is safely past 
the November genera] election. 

Governor Cherry dominated the run-off 
campaign, and the sentiment— except among the 
manipulators— mobilized strongly behind him. 
The Gazette, which finds nothing "shabby** in 
the lies that the Faubus campaign used constant- 
ly against Governor Cherry, put the Common- 
wealth College discussion down as a "shabby 
political device , . . essentially spurious on its 
face . . . (which) had a particularly disastrous 
effect in the case of Francis Cherry." 

The Gazette solemnly concludes that "the peo- 
ple rejected the Commonwealth issue, and some 
of them turned against Francis Cherry." Just 
because the Gazette feels that way about it 
doesn't make it so. No doubt some people did 
"turn against" the governor on account of the 
Commonwealth issue, but the unofficial returns 
hardly support the Gazette s thesis that "the peo- 
ple rejected? it. 

For Governor Cheny— laboring under the dis- 
advantage which the Gazette editorially ac- 
knowledged he carried into the run-off campaign 
by reason of having fallen 15,000 short of a 
majority-received a greater percentage of the 
total vote in the second primary, despite the 
obviously contrived results in many counties, 
than he did in the first. The majority counted 
against him, with 375,000 votes was only 7,000 
in the run-off, whereas in the first primarv, 
when 325,000 votes were tabulated, he was 
15,000 behind. 

What's more, this trend to Cherry was appar- 
ent in 49 counties. In only 18 was his percent- 
age of the vote smaller. In eight it remained 
constant. He received by far the majority of ab- 
sentee votes. What then, checked his surge to- 
ward victory? Artificial situations deliberately 
created in a few counties kept the Faubus vote 
total above Cherry's, The RECORDER in later 



weeks will review this aspect of the primary re- 
sults. 

(Again we suggest a perusal of the Madison County 
vote on page 1, and of the returns from a few boxes in 
former highway commissioners' home counties, on this 
page.) 

It was not the people, as the Gazette asserts, 
that "rejected" die Commonwealth issue; it was 
the Faubus camp that "rejected" it. Alter flound- 
ering for several days in a bed of its own con- 
tradictions, the Faubus organization finally stood 
firm on the ground that its candidate was never 
a student at Commonwealth College in 1935, six 
years before it was forced to close, and 14 years 
before the federal government declared that it 
had specialized in communistic, subversive 
teachings. 

Does the Gazette believe that even all of the 
Faubus supporters have written off the Com- 
monwealth adventure of their candidate as "of 
no consequence"? So long as Mr. Faubus re- 
mains in public life, it will always be an issue 
—there's no way for him or the Gazette to escape 
it. 

The RECORDER, with no animosity toward 
Mr. Faubus whatever, has stated its conviction 
that attendance at Commonwealth College is 
adequate reason to "reject" the candidacy of any 
politician for elective office. We are not alone 
in that attitude; nor are we vindictive about it 
—no more than were the Loyalty Board and the 
Atomic Energy Commission when they circum- 
scribed the governmental activity of scientist 
Dr. Robert Oppenheimer. (By "attendance* we 
do not mean merely a casual visit.] 

An unhappy period lies ahead of the engineers 
who operate the Democratic party's machinery 
in Arkansas. But they brought it on themselves. 
It was not the doing of the majority of inde- 
pendent voters whose ballots are the only ones 
that are cast in hope of rendering a RIGHT de- 
cision. 

The uncontrolled voters know what they are 
doing and why; in contrast with the "bloc- 
minions who are herded to the polls and handed 
a ticket so they will know how to mark their 
ballots. 

Must we remind you what country is notorious 





for elections of that ot^*£ where the returns 
resemble those from Maarcon County August 10? 

Quite consistent with the whole Faubus cam- 
paign was the trick which one of the candidate's 
top advisers disclosed in an interview, the re- 
port of which was published in the August 12 
Democrat. 

He admitted — nay, boasted — that the Fau- 
bus "announcement April 3 that the latter would 
not run for governor was just a stratagem de- 
signed to deceive the opposition. That involved 
deceiving the public, too, and using the news- 
papers as instrumentalities for the deception. 

Here's the story Mr. Faubus* friend narrated 
(in the Democrat): 

"Cherry supporters had threatened to give stiff op- 
position to Congressman J. W. Trimble of Berryville, if 
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Orval got in the go^^rs race. After talking it over, 
Orval decided to u, A traw to b^k iliis opposition 
against Trimble. But vce tee: . making plans all the time 
for him to get into the race ... 

"We came to tittle Rock early (April 28) and 1 
got Orval hidden out in the Sam Peck Hotel I went 
out to the secretary of state's office and got all of the 
material needed for filing . . . Then fust before the 
ticket closed Orval went up and filed — too late for the 
opposition to do anything about it" 

If Mr. Faubus makes it to the governor's of- 
fice, how many cute little tricks like that will we 
be treated to? And how many of the Faubus 
campaign accusations, explanations and protes- 
tations belonged in that category? 

The situation shapes up as a challenge to 
Arkansas, much more than to Mr. Faubus; it is 
going to be interesting to watch developments 
— to sec what unfettered Democrats decide 
finallv thev should do.

An examination of the unoffic- 
ial returns from all counties re- 
veals that — in the face of con- 
certed opposition of county offic- 
ials in most sections — Governor 
Cherry amassed a substantial lead 
in the absentee ballot count. He 
received 12,631 absentee votes to 



Faubus' 9.i>04. 

His absentee vote percentage 
; was 57 per cent. Over -all, the 
' final count showed him with 49.1 
per cent of the total reported vote 
, in the run-off. In the preferential 
[ he got 47.7 per cent of the re- 
corded total. 

I On the final official tally. Gov- 
ernor Cherry was ahead in only 
21 counties, but in the absentee 
voting he held an advantage in 
47 counties. Ordinarily this would 
be indicative of the vote trend but 
the outcome constituted a reversal 
of the absentee voting trend. How 
• this was accomplished may be de- 
duced from the precinct returns 
in most of the counties where 
| Cherry led in absentees but fell 
; behind in the county as a whole. 
i (In this connection, see the "Top 
; News" department on page 2.) 

August 10 was a day of ven- 
geance for most of the former 
highway commissioners who had 
served during all or part of the 
McMath administration. A few 
boxes in their counties, combined 
with the Madison County near- 
unanimous report, accounted for 
all of the Faubus majority count 
in the state. 

In fact, his margin was so great 
in these particular precincts, it 
not only provided him with his 
state majority but it also helped 
wipe out the deficits against him 
in most of the cities and towns of 
the state. 

To citizens accustomed to vot- 
ing without instructions from some 
higher power, such as a landlord 
or an employer or a creditor, the 
results in most of the boxes which 
are cited above will seem weird. 
But they are not new to Arkansas 
elections. It just happens that on 
this occasion there was a suffici- 
ently large genuine opposition vote

to enable these controlled boxes 
to make the difference. We hasten 
to add that not all the controlled 
and directed voting was confined 
to the precincts listed tp this 
issue. There are many others. Now 
and then, one would show up in 
the Cherry column, but such in- 
stances were rare indeed. In fact, 
at the moment, we recall only 
one such box — in Mississippi 
County, and the total was small 
in comparison with those for 
which Mr. Faubus has former 
Highway Commissioner Crain to 
thank.

Malvern, Hot Spring County, rack- 
ed up 1,535 Cherry votes to Fau- 
bus* 1.115. Country boxes in both 
counties swung them into the Fau- 
bus camp. 

At B a t e s v i 1 1 e. Independence 
County, the vote was 1,206 for 
Cherry to 762 for Faubus, but 
such boxes as Christian Town- 
ship's, with 12 for Cherry to 109 
for Faubus, and Cushman Town- 
ship's, with 37 for Cherry to 103 
for Faubus, easily turned the tide.

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Both Little River and Miller 
counties ended up in the Faubus 
column, but Ashdown, little Riv- 
er's county seat, turned in 426 
votes for Cherry to 376 for Faubus, 
and Texarkana vlted 2454 for the 
governor to 1,831 for his opponent. 

IN MISSISSIPPI COUNTY 

Mississippi County was the scene 
of one of Cherry's more thorough 
shellackings, thanks to ex-com- 
missioner Crain, but even there 
Osceola returned 431 votes for the 
governor to 314 for Faubus, Leach- 
ville 233 to 165, and Luxora 215 to 
43. Only Blytheville, of the larg- 
er communities, gave Faubus the 
edge, with a vote of 1,088 to 994. 

Frescott, Nevada County, return- 
ed 654 votes for Cherry to Faubus* 
420; Russellville, Pope County, vot- 
ed 1,306 for Cherry, 1,268 for Fau- 
bus; Benton, Saline County, chose 
Cherry, 1,553 to 1,298; Mountain 
View, Stone County, where Cherry 
polled only 37 per cent of the 
votes, nevertheless gave the gov- 
ernor a margin of two, 306 to 304. 

Even at Searcy, White County, 
hometown of the ex-highway com- 
missioner and Faubus adviser, 
Truman Baker, the vote was 982 

Other McMath highway com- 
missioners were no more success- 
for Cherry to 626 for Faubus. 
ful with the urban vote in their 
counties. 

Despite the effort expended on 
Cherry's home county, Craighead, 
which is also the home county of 
former Commissioner Carter. 
Cherry, who polled just 51 per cent 
o fthe county vote, carried Jones- 
boro 2,595 to 1,286. 

In Sebastian County, home of 
ex-commissioner Martin, Fort 
Smith voted 4,442 for Cherry to 
4,283 for Faubus. 

In St. Francis County, home of 
ex-commissioner Charles Adams, 
Forrest City voters turned in 1,365 
votes for Cherry and only 558 for 
Faubus. 

Camden, home-town of ex-com- 
missioner Mason of Ouachita 
County, returned 1,605 Cherry 
votes to 912 for Faubus, while in 
Lonoke County, home of ex-com- 
missioner Wood, Carlisle voted 384 
to 173 for Cherry and Lonoke 496 
to 461. Cabot, Mr. Wood's home 
town, went for Faubus, however, 
306 to 257. 



In some counties, absentee vot- 
ing has become pretty much a 
racket, rather than simply a 
means of enabling interested citi- 
zens to participate in elections 
while they are away from home. 

It is not our intention here to 
attach blame to any public offi- 
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cial, Democratic pai^y committee 
or set of judges and clerks; but 
we will stand on the proposition 
that many an absent elector who 
never marks a ballot has one 
counted in his name. 

No party or governmental audit- 
ing procedure has been devised to 
seek out such irregularities, hence 
they may, under circumstances 
prevailing this year, be a decisive 
factor. 

uxogic 

We felt flattered (slightly) when 
we read in an Arkansas Demo- 
crat editorial page column the 
August 10 absentee voting tabu- 
lation which the RECORDER had 
compiled through considerable ef- 
fort and at its own expense a week 
ago. 

But we cannot condone the pur- 
pose to which the columnist put 
the data. He "theorized" that the 
fact that Governor Cherry had a 
majority over Orval Faubus in the 
absentee voting, 12,361 to 9,504, 
indicated a "reaction" against the 
governor over the Commonwealth 
College issue at the polls on Aug- 
ust 10. 

This "theorizing" was based on 
an assertion (without corrobora- 
tion) that most absent voters' bal- 
lots are cast a week before the 
primary. That was about as vio- 
lent an assumption as ever a 
newspaper writer took. Absentee 
balloting is heaviest in the last 
I days before the primary. Ask any 
county clerk. Actually, there's 
only a week in which to vote ab- 
sentee, for ballots must be print- 
ed after the first primary's results 
have been certified. 

What the Democrat's observer 
failed to take into account was 
that Governor Cherry's margin in 
the absentee boxes July 27 was 
only 1,229. compared with 3,127 
August 10; the Commonwealth 
matter figured in the second pri- 
mary voting, not in the first. 
Cherry's position was stronger in 
the absentee voting the second 
time than in the first primary: 
just as was his relative standing 
in all except a few counties. That 
being true, and the figures estab- 
lish it, we cannot see any basis for 
the Democrat author's conclusion 
that the Commonwealth disclosure 
backfired on the governor. It drove 
the opposition to desperate mea- 
sures to hold as much of their 
July 27 advantage as they could. 

Some of the steps they took to 
stave off defeat are apparent in 
the weird and disproportionate ab- 
sentee returns from many coun- 
ties. 
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Your Conscience and Party Regularity 

{An Editorial) 

If you voted in the August 10 Democratic primary for either 
Governor Cherry or Candidate Faubus, you are morally obligated 
to support the party's nominee in the November 2 General Elec- 
tion, UNLESS you are convinced that the election returns rep- 
resented a distortion of the actual balloting — even as the Faubus 
campaign was almost in toto a distortion or concealment of facts. 

If study of the returns from throughout the state leads you 
to believe that Governor Cherry was defeated through ballot box 
manipulation, you have a moral obligation to vote against Nom- 
inee Faubus November 2. 

The practical politician goes into a campaign with full aware- 
ness of the extent to which controlled votes enter into the out- 
come of an election. AH governors of our acquaintance up to the 
Cherry administration took the controlled-ballot factor into con- 
sideration, and by one means or another — generally by distribu- 
tion of patronage and honorary appointments where they would 
do the most good, and sometimes by politically effective expendi- 
tures of public funds — got their share of the manipulated votes. 

It was his failure to protect himself in that respect that left 
Governor Cherry vulnerable. Otherwise he would have had piled 
up such a tremendous majority that the manipulators could not 
have worried him. But a 30,000 or 40,000 or even 50,000 edge is 
not a safe margin when 90 per cent of all the county political 
machines in the state are working against a candidate. 

Most of the state's employes are holdovers from previous 
administrations. They owe their jobs, more often than not, to 
connections with county political powers who interceded in their 
behalf with past governors. That accounts for the large number 
of state employes who were for Faubus. They owed moce to a 
politician or faction "back home" than to the governor. 

It is pointless at this stage to argue that Governor Cherry 
should have done some trading with enough county bosses to 
safeguard his position in the primary. It's too late for that; but 
it is not too late to teach the politicians that they go too far when 
they (1) deliberately upset the majority's wishes and (2) seek 
to force acceptance of an unpopular choice. 



Hie people can administer a lesson to the 

Eoliticians in the November 2 General Election 
y_(a) scratching the name of Orval Faubus on 
the ballot; (b) voting for an opponent, be he 
Republican or independent; (c) not voting at 
all in the governor s race. 

But no person who took part in the primary 
should follow any one of those courses unless — 
and here we repeat — he has concluded from 
the application of logic to all available data that 
Cherry wrongfully was deprived of a nomina- 
tion that was his by right of the expressed wish 
of a majority of the legal voters. 

We have heard it asked — and you probably 
have, too — why a recount of all the ballots is 
not possible. It is possible, but most improb- 
able, even if a contest were brought in the 
courts. A court contest could bring about a re- 
count expeditiously only by an agreement be- 
tween both parties. That is not likely to hap- 



pen. Faubus is assured of the nomination as 
matters stand; he would have nothing to gain 
by consenting to a recount — nothing tpgain^ 
that is, except an intangible something — public 
confidence and good will — in which his crowd 
doesn't take much stock. A properly supervised 
recount of the ballots, together with a check of 
poll registers, would restore a great deal of the 
lost confidence in the integrity of the Demo- 
cratic party's election machinery. Such a step 
would shut a lot of mouths, including ours. 

In the absence of a recount, we can base 
udgments only on the evidence which is at 
hand. Meager though the information is we 
believe you can determine for yourself whether 
you owe it to your self-respect, your state, your 
family and future generations to take as gov- 
ernor what the politicians offer you. 
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Don't let any politician tell you that, if you 
scratch Faubus, you will be guilty of heresy, and 
will be read out of the Democratic party for 
all time to come. Under the party rules, you 
MIGHT be barred for two years, but the Demo- 
cratic bosses are not inclined to be technical on 
that score. 

Thev have not objected to accepting the bal- 
lots of any Democrats among the 177,000 who 
voted for the Republican presidential electors 
in November, 1952. Under the Democrats' rule, 
all of them were subject to challenge. 

Mr. Faubus should be the last to complain 
about Democrats crossing party lines. He has 
welcomed Republicans into the Democratic fold 
in Madison County within less than two years 
after th?y went decisively for the G.O.P. The 
proof: 

(Madison County Voting) 

1952 General Election' — Republican elec- 
tors 2,86S, Democratic electors 2,110. 

1954 Democratic Primary — Faubus 2.888. 
Cherry 47. 

There was no way, legally or illegally, for 
Faubus to raise his total to 2,8SS August 10. 
without including Republicans who under par- 



ty rules were not eligible to vote in the 1954 

primary. 

And Madison County is just one among many 
where Republicans and Eisenhower-Democrats, 
not eligible under Democratic rules, were per- 
mitted to vote in the primary. 

So, party regularity ceases to be a valid argu- 
ment against following the dictates of conscience 
in a genera] election. 

Moreover, die chances of overturning a po- 
litically-manipulated result are not hopeless. 
Here are recent instances: 

In 1951, a highway audit law was passed des- 
pite the bitter opposition of the McMath ad- 
ministration. 

In 1952. the Audit Commission held public 
hearings despite the opposition of the McMath 
administration and over the objections of some 
of its own members, notably James H. Crain, who 
was also Highway Commission vice chairman. 

In 1951, the McMath administration's tricky 
purchasing law was blocked by referendum pe- 
titions circulated without benefit of organiza- 
tional support. 

In 1952, the people in the general election 
i ejected — wiped off the statute books — the 
purchasing law that the McMath administra- 
tion fought so hard to pass and then to save. 

The people have the power to rule the poli- 
ticians whenever their will is thwarted in pri- 
maries.

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turns showed that Cherry had 
made a remarkable recovery even 
though the final tally had Paubus 
in front by nearly 7,000 votes. 

With 184,432 to Paubus* 191,343 
Cherry's percentage of the total 
vote rose to 49.1 per cent, and 
the percentage of difference 
dropped to 1.8 per cent from the 
4.6 per cent of the first primary. 

Strangely, the trend was toward 
Cherry in a majority of the coun- 
ties, both with respect to total 
vote and vote ratio; and his ad- 
vantage in the absentee votes — 
usually an accurate reflection of 
the voting — increased to 33 per 
cent from a mere 16 per cent in 
the first primary. 

Repeating— Cherry's percentage 
was greater in 50 counties the sec- 
ond primary; his ratio remained 
unchanged in eight; the opposi- 
tion vote ratio gained in only 17 
counties. 

Why, then, didn't the governor 
finish the course with a majority? 
That is the Question which the 
RECORDER will endeavor to help 
its readers answer with a series of 
analyses of various aspects of the 
primaries. 

The upsurge in the total vote 
**as decisive. This was most no- 
ticeable in counties where Paubus 
improved his position. Madison 
county turned In 102 per cent of 
its poll tax total August 10. In 
the first primary. Madison voted 
72 per cent of its poll tax total. 
Average for the state in the second 
primary was 70 per cent; in the 
first, 61 per cent.

Section 37 of the Rules of the Democratic Party in Arkansas: 
"Sec. 37. Illegal Votes.— It shall be mandatory upon each County 
Committee to refuse to certify, either to the County Convention or to 
the State Committee, the primary election returns in a particular race 
in which the total number of votes cast for all candidates in the race 
is greater than the number of poll tax receipts paid for by electors 
residing in that precinct as renected by the county collector's record 
of poll tax payers or the official printed list of poll tax payers; except 
as hereafter provided for: 

"The County Committee shall certify returns from a precinct 
which reports more votes for candidates for any office than it has 
listed poll tax receipts only when the Judges and clerks of the pre- 
cinct attach to the tabulation of the returns sworn proof of the eligi- 
bility of every voter whose name appears on the register . . . 

"Such proof shall be filed with the County Committee and the 
County Clerk and shall be at all times available to candidates, news- 
papers or any others who may desire to have access to it." 

Under Section 36 of the Rules, as well as Section 37, all those re- 
turns would seem to be subject for automatic invalidation, in the ab- 
sence of specific proof of each ballot's eligibility. Section 36 restricts 
the requirement for such proof to precincts where the vote exceeds 
poll taxes by as many as 10 in rural boxes or 25 in town or city boxes. 
That would catch all the above returns. Their elimination would have 
cut Faubus' lead to about 4,800. Numerous other precincts turned in 
as many, or almost as many, votes as they had poll tax payers. 



ANALYSIS OF ANALYSIS 

BY DEMOCRAT OF

We are not alone in undertaking 
an analvsis of the August 10 primary 
—the daily press is hard at it,too. 
There's this difference, though: We 
are going to the county and precinct 
returns as a basis for any conclusions 
we offer, whereas the Arkansas 
Democrat's experts have only to ex- 
plore their own minds for the an- 
swers. 

Also, it might be added, the RE- 
CORDER is not convinced as yet 
that Governor Cherry actually was 
defeated at the polls. The dailies 
blithely proceed with their observa- 
tions with never a question about any 
of the inconsistent and suspicious as- 
pects of the official reports. 



These, insofar as we can, we are 

dredging up for the enlightenment of 
our readers. There's mat lopsided 
vote for Orval Faubus in his home 
county, Madison, where Republicans 
generally beat the Democrats but 
where, this time, Faubus was given 
more votes than the county has poll 
taxpayers, both Republican and Demo- 
critic' His majority there was over 
2,800. 

[When the official transcript came 
in from Madison County the total re- 
ported vote was trimmed to 2,935 
(unofficially it had been 3,051); 
Faubus* vote was reduced to 2,888 
from 2,992, and Cherry's from 59 to 
47. That was still 51 more than the 
county's entire poll tax list.]

But, aside from our skepticism as 
opposed to tiie daily reporters' as- 
sumption that Faubus really won the 
election, we must reject some of their 
ideas about what nelped and hurt 
Governor Cherry. One Democrat 
political authority came up with 10 
reasons for the Cherry setback. Sum- 
marized, they are (with our com- 
ments): 

1. Cherry would not play politics 
with the county bosses, (on tnat we 
can agree; we cited that last week as 
the principal obstacle to an over- 
whelming victory for Cherry). 

2. Veto of the sales tax exemption 
on feed, seed and fertilizer. ( That did 
cost Cherry a lot of votes in North- 
west Arkansas, out he could have 
waived that support if he had not 
been under sucn heavy fire from 
count}- courthouse blocs all over the 
state). 

3. Complacency before the prefer- 
ential primar*: (It can hardly be 
said that the governor was compla- 
cent; any one who heard him on his 
Talkathon or at the breakfast pro- 
grams or over radio must realize he 
was far from complacent before the 
pref ermtial. ) 

4. "Backfire on the Common- 
wealth issue. It is now generally felt 
that this hurt rather than helped the 
governor's campaign'* (In which 
counties would the Democrat's writ- 
ers—this is the theory, too, of~in~ 
other of its columnists— sav that the 
Commonwealth issue "backfired?" In 
the absentee boxes, the governor's 
majority was three times that he re- 
ceived In the first primary. In Pu- 
laski County, while the opposition 
vote remained at virtually the same 
total as on July 27, Cherry picked 
up 2,000. Over the state as a whole, 
his percentage of votes rose from 47.7 
to 49.1 per cent. It was the Com- 
monwealth issue that put him back 
in the race after a 15,000 majority 
against him in the July 27 pref- 
erential primary had left his followers 
devoid of confidence and with little 
fighting spirit. The only new angle 
In the campaign was Faubus* Com- 
monwealth connection; what else Is 
there to which Cherry's stronger 
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showing can be attributed? Mav we 
add that the RECORDER did' not 
suggest that Cherry make use of that 
issue. Quite the contrary-when it was 
brought to our attention privately our 
first suggestion was that Faubus him- 
self daiify the questions that the 
public was entitled to ask. He has 
not as yet gotten around to a clarifi 
cation.) 

5. The Arkansas Power and Light 
Co.'* rate boost. (Again we inqure— 
in what counties was this a decisive 
factor? Cherry polled his best sup- 
port in AF&L counties; he ran his 
poorest in counties not served by the 
Arkansas Power and Light Co. Peo- 
ple were not so stupid and unfair as 
to blame the governor for something 
he could not prevent, unless they 
had some other reason to oppose 
him; the Democrat took too serious- 
ly the mouthings of Cherry's opposi- 
tion without measuring the effects at 
the ballot box.) 

6. The 100 per cent property as- 
sessment amendment. (Yes, this did 
take some votes from Cherry, but we 
have an idea that most of those would 
have gone to the opposition anyway 
by reason of ties with the county or 
ganizations that were out to teach 
Cherry — and any future governors 
with ideas of independence — that a 
state administration is woefully weak 
without them.) 

7. The sales and income tax drivr 
that started last fall (Its a reflec 
tion on business people to intimate 
that a considerable number would 
vote against a governor because the 
Revenue Department did its duty. 
The fact that Cherry led in most 
cities and towns, as will be shown in 
next week's RECORDER, indicate* 
his administration had general ap- 
proval in municipalities, where most 
sales and income taxes are collected.) 

8. "A late-starting, hadlq organ- 
ized and poorly-handled advertising 
campaign . . . One newspaper ad 
was so bad that Mr. Cherry person- 
ally apologized forM" '._ (That would 
have had to be the full-page -ad" 
that cfted the Gazette's deliberate at- 
tempt to buttress Faubus* defense. 
It's news to us that Cherry apolo- 
gled — his apology presumably wa« 
addressed to the Gazette. That leaves 
us wondering if the Gazette recipro- 
cated by apologizing for having said 
that Cherry had misrepresented the 
facts about Faubus. The Gazette- 
without reliance upon any quoted 
statement from Faubus— wrote: "One 
of the papers gave the name of the 
student body president-which Cherry 
previously had charged was Faubus- 
as a 'Not Brown of Illinois* m Cherrv 
had exhibited the Commonwealth 
College publication showing Faubus 
as student president in May — the 
Gazette's reference was to a report

for the previous February. There 
were other just-as-flagrant distortions 
by the Gazette. But Governor Cherry 
was inclined to be apologetic about 
a good many things— the 100 per cent 
assessment amendment and his and 
the Public Service Commission's posi- 
tion in the electric rate increase, for 
example; so perhaps he did apologize 
to the Gazette. If so, he owes ft 
another; for the August 10 returns 
indicated that his advertising-in- 
cluding the full page that was "so 
bad*— was fairly effective. Pulaski 
County, where' theGazette is pub- 
lished, gave Cherry more than 27,000 
votes — a 15,000 majority. Such a 
gain through the state as a whole 
would have placed him far in front 
of Faubus. The Cherry newspaper 
advertising campaign ran through lit- 
tle more than a week; necessarily 
due to time and communication fac- 
tors it was concentrated largely in 
Little Rock with some of it getting 
into other dailies, but with only one 
insertion in the weeklies possible. 
Most of the cities where the dailies 
are published did right well by the 
governor with their votes — whereas 
the towns without dailies frequently 
leaned the other way. Maybe the 
advertisements didn't help Cherry; 
but it would be dificult to work up 
evidence that they cost him more 
votes than they won him. For all 
the Democrat-^or we— know, it was 
the advertising that lifted his vote 
ratio 1.4 percentage points in the 
run-off. We don't believe it was; we 
think the governor's own campaign- 
ing was the principal factor in put- 
ting the Faubus camp on the de- 
fensive and keeping it there right 
up to the opening of the polls August 

9. An effort to clean up the Wel- 
fare Department. (This was one of 
the opposition's main points of at- 
tack, and in a few counties it had a 
significant effect on the voting, but 
in most, it was the count)' organiza- 
tions that influenced the voting in 
certain of the boxes to a far greater 
degree than dissatisfaction with the 
Welfare Department. More persons 
are on the rolls than were cut off, 
and those remaining are getting big- 
ger checks than ever. Why should 
they be mad?) 

10. Slanted news coverage. (A- 
ffain, the evidence is against the 
Democrat's theory. Most of the 
slanting was in the columns of the 
Gazette, and you have only to take

In previous articles, the RE- 
CORDER has developed from the 
August 10 primary returns that: 

Governor Cherry Increased his 
vote ratio in 50 counties over that 
which he received July 27, held 
his own in eight counties, and lost 
ground in only 17. 

Governor Cherry led by a 4*to-3 
margin in the 22,000 absentee bal- 
lots which were reported August 
10, whereas his absentee vote ma- 
jority was only 1.16 to 1 in the 
preferential 

A tabulation of the votes in 113 
cities and towns where Cherry re- 
ceived 103,119 votes and Faubus 
76,524 is printed at the end of 
this article. The Cherry rote ra- 
tio in the municipalities approxi- 
mates his percentage of the ab- 
sentee ballots. 

With the city-toun and absentee 
rotes combined, 201778 votes— 54 
per cent of the state total ot 375,- 
775— ar eaccounted for, with Cher- 
ry holding an advantage of nearly 
30,000. The final tabulation placed 
Faubus 6,911 ahead statewide. 

The compilation— embracing the 
vote in 113 cities and towns— does 
not take into account the votes 
in towns. Only the larger mu- 
nicipalities in each county figure 
in the comparison. That does not 
mean the figures are represent- 
ative only of the larger communi- 
ties. In Newton County, Jasper's 
vote, and in Marion County, Yell- 
ville's, are included, although the 
total cast in each town was nm^ , 
But the object here was to select 
the principal municipalities in 
each county. 

There was no effort to shade the 
comparison in favor of either can- - 
dldate. m Washington County, the^ 
largest city and the county seat 
is Fayetteville, where Cherry poll- 
ed a majority, 1,527 to 1,324; but 
Springdale turned in a one-sided 
count for Faubus. Both are added

into the total for purposes of the 
comparison. This had the effect 
of showing a majority for Faubus 
in the city-town vote of Washing- 
ton County. 

Cheny is shown with more city- 
town votes than Faubus in 50 
counties, whereas the county totals 
for the state put Faubus in front 
in 54. The absentee voting tabu- 
lation credited Cherry with a ma- 
jority in 47 counties. The obvious 
inference is that Faubus overcame 
Cherry's city-town vote lead and 
passed him with votes in rural 
precincts. 

The city-town votes tabulated 
for purposes o this analysis total 
179.643. Add the 22,135 absentees 
to that, and the total on which 
this comparison is based becomes 
201,778. The total counted in the 
run-off was 375,775. Thus the 
Faubus majority of 6,911 had to 
be worked out of the remaining 
173,997 votes, ater the challenger 
irst overcome Cherry's lead of 
29,723 in city -town and absentee 
ballots. 

If the comparison had been lim- 
ited to cities of 2,500 or more, ac- 
cording to the 1950 Census, the 
comparison would have favored 
Cherry even more; he carried 49 
of those cities, lost only 14, and of 
them only Blytheville, which went 
against him by a narrow margin; 
was the largest. Its 1950 popula- 
tion was 16,234. The only other 
cities of more than 5,000 where 
Faubus got majorities were 
Springdale and Van Buren had a 
1950 population of over 5,000. 
take and pass Cherry came from.

Is Commonwealth Discussion Taboo? 

Any reference to Orval Faubus* connection 
with Commonwealth College by the Gazette is 
accompanied by a quite perceptible editorial 
shudder. 

The pro-Kaubus letters to the editor spewed 
venom at Governor Cherry for having— well, it's 
not too clear just what the Faubus defenders 
are indignant about. Its not because the gov- 
ernor misrepresented any single fact in the 
course of his disclosures— for no misrepresenta- 
tion was made. 

With campaign heat somewhat cooled, it 
would be well for Arkansas citizens to pinpoint 
the issue. 

1. Governor Chern* stated that Faubus was a 
student at Commonwealth College. Faubus quibbled. 
He denied lie was a student there; but admitted he 
t\k\ stay there— overnight, a day or two, two Sundays. 
not over two weeks, and now* in a red-ink headlined 
full-page -irticle by George Harmon in the August 22 
Memphis Commercial Appeal the Faubus-Common- 
wealth episode is extended to three weeks. ( More abou' 
this later). 

2. Governor Cherry stated that the Commonwealth 
College Fortnightly reported the election of Faubus as 
student body president in a campus election which, for 
the first time (the school paper said) was conducted 
with a "united front**— in other words with opposition 
squelched. Faubus admitted that he was elected stu- 
dent body president. 

3. Governor Cherry stated that the Commonwealth 
College Fortnightly carried Faubus as the Mav Dav 
water in 1935. Faubus couldn't deny this, but Vie did 
ieny making the speech. In other "words he deniec 
fveryrhing be could: admitted only that which ht 
couldn't escape. (The Commercial Appeal quotes ; 
former teacher as describing Orval, at age 24, as M t 
•atural-born orator," so the May Day nomination might 
be considered logical.) 

4. Governor Cherry stated that the Commonwealth 
College Fortnightly listed Faubus as one of four dele 
gates to a Communist-tainted meeting in Chattanooga 
Faubus had to concede this was true, but he deniec 
*e made the trip to Chattanooga. 

So much for the Cherry disclosures and thr 
Faubus contradictions. 

Was the Democratic primary supposed U 
close the issue, once and for all? 

The relationship of Orval Faubus to Com- 
monwealth College has not been settled to the 
satisfaction of any citizen interested only in the 
iacts. Faubus has not yet said exactly when ne 
*as at Commonwealth, or exactly how long ne 
stayed. Is it that his memory, so accurate as 



to incidents before and since, is hazy, or doesn't 
he want to be completely frank? 

The Harmon opus in the August 22 Commer- 
cial Appeal reveals: 

*\ . . his friends say he can name any tree, 
weed, blossom, bird or animal in the Ozark 
wilderness, and relate its Iiabits with the ac- 
curacy of a naturalist college professor." 

A man with such capacity for retaining know- 
ledge about the birds, bees and flowers should 
have no difficulty recollecting the date of his 
arrival at and departure from Commonwealth, 
the hammer and sickle imbedded in the con- 
crete walk at the school and the photographs 
of Lenin and Stalin on the walls. 

We have been reading the profiles of Faubus 
in various publications in the hope that eventu- 
ally he will give a detailed account of why, at 
the age of 25, he left his wife at home in Madi- 
son County and went to Commonwealth, and 
why, after arriving, he found anything to hold 
him there two or three weeks, or longer. This, 
remember, was after the Gazette had published 
the series of stories in 1935-stories that Faubus 
earlier this month was quoting extensively to 
prove he was not there until several weeks- 
he was indefinite as to just how long— after- 
ward. T^ 

The Commercial Appeals writer was 
caught on the Lincolnesque propaga nda line we 
first heard from a Little Rock Faubus supporter^ 
who is so naive, or pretends to be, as to think 
that Faubus meant it when he declared he would 
have nothing to do, as governor, with the Mo 
Math crowd which fathered his candidacy and' 
is still supporting it. 

There's a carefully nurtured effort under wav 
to have Faubus advertised as a sort of replica 
of Abraham Lincoln. Could any one imagine 
Lincoln campaigning for governor on what the 
Gazette August 26 described as "a bogey fabri- 
cated for political purposes?" (Thus did the 
Gazette finally get around to branding Faubus' 
100 per cent assessment poison as a lie-after 
the campaign was over and the damage done. 
Why didn't it denounce that lie, and others, 
when it infant have done some good?) 

The Commercial Appeal drew heavily on 
Orval Fanhus* memory for its chronicle of events 
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and activities prior to 1935, but it nimbly skip- 
ped over the period in which Commonwealth 
figured. Heres the sum total of information 
it gave on that topic: 

"Orval Faubus never went to college) except 
for that highly-controversial three weeks he 
spent at Mends Communist-sponsored Com- 
monwealth College— a course of study which, 
when brought up as campaign ammunition by 
Governor Cherry, exploded with astounding vio- 
lence in the governor's face and worked to 
Faubus' favor. 

Here the Commercial Appeal is still follow- 
ing the propaganda lead of the Faubus head- 
quarters. Just where— in what county, in what 
township— did the Commonwealth issue work 
to the governors disadvantage? How does the 
Commercial Appeal account for the upsurge in 
Cherry's vote ratio in the run-off primary? He 
didn't get it because the county machine poli- 
ticians switched their support; they were com- 
mitted to the task of beating Cherry and, while 
many were not enthusiastic about their candi- 
date, they stayed with Faubus. They eked out a 
majority for Faubus, but it was not through 
votes turned against Cherry by his disclosure of 
the Faubus Commonwealth connection. 

The Commercial Appeal, later in its article, 
reached the Commonwealth point in the Faubus 
career and hurdled it. Here's how: 

"Af Bald Creek, Orval Faubus had met his 
bride. She was the former Alta Mozelie Haskins, 
daughter of the Baptist preacher. The couple 
laugh today at how they 'courted on horseback.' 

m 'Orval had a fine saddle horse,' said Mrs, 
Faubus . , ." [Note: that was BEFORE he, ac- 
cording to campaign versions, WALKED to 
Commonwealth and back home.] 
. "That was in 1932, and they were married 
late that year. By then, Orval Faubus had 
bought his first car, a Model-T Ford pickup 
truck." [Note: BEFORE his reported WALK to 
Commonwealth and back.] 

What of the years after his marriage— what 
of 1935, when he showed up at Commonwealth? 
The Commercial Appeal jumped all the wav 
to 1936. J * 

"After eight years of teaching, in 1936, Orval 
Faubus figured he had met enough people to he 
elected state representative. He walked |Note; 
Where was that "fine saddle horse," that "pick- 
up truck'?] over the mountains shaking hands 
and he lost by four votes." 

Must the spring of 1935 always remain black- 
ed out in these biographies of Mr. Faubus? 

Realization that, as far as the Faubus camp 
is concerned, the Commonwealth question was

:»*ndeied irrelevant by the election was brought 
home to us in the course of reading the Gazette's 
condensation of James L. Bland's campaign re- 
view which first appeared in his newspaper, the 
Walnut Ridge Times-Dispatch. 

It may be, of course, that the Gazette deleted 
whatever, if anything, Mr. Bland had to say 
on the Commonwealth subject, but the effect 
on us was to plant the conviction that he— and 
all the Faubus entourage— prefer not to men- 
tion it. 

It was to Mr. Bland that the RECORDER, 
through its publisher, first addressed the ques- 
tion as to Mr. Faubus and Commonwealth; Mr. 
Bland, who had just joined the Faubus head- 
quarters directorate for the run-off, said he knew 
nothing about it, but would let us know the 
answer before the end of that day. That was 
the last word we had from him. And his own 
newspaper article is silent on Commonwealth. 
That fact made a greater impression on us— 
and we imagine on others— than did his reitera- 
tion of Faubus' fantasies, one of which stirred 
the Gazette to a sharp rejoinder that, with res- 
pect to the 100 per cent assessment amendment, 
Faubus was guilty of fabrication. 

That's enough about the Faubus Blandish- 
ments for the nonce; we are carefully filing the 
Bland article away where we can find it readily 
if and when Mr. Faubus becomes governor and 
begins making appointments and announcing 
policies. 

We cannot resist the temptation to chuckle 
lightly over the Democrats story that James 
H. Crain of Mississippi County, who served 
as Highway Commission vice chairman and 
chairman under Governor McMath and who 
previously had been one of Governor Homer 
Adkins* commissioners, would "accept" appoint- 
ment to the Highway Commission if it was of- 
fered. Faubus thereafter was reported to have- 
said he had made no commitment to Mr. Crain. 
We incline to the belief that Mr. Faubus is 
again improvising his own definitions 
of words. "Student" to most of us means one 
thing, to him something else; "commitment" 
apparently does not connote to him what it 
does to others, including Mr. Crain. If Mr. 
Faubus has no commitment to Mr. Crain, the 
latter has altered his attitude toward politics 
and his approach to candidates. Up to now, 
we fail to detect any signs of change in Mr. 
Crain— or in Mr. Faubus. 

Soon or late, Mr. Faubus is going to have to 
be specific-about Mr. Crain and about Com- 
monwealth, especially the latter. 
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One Way to Influence Voters 

Excerpt, Sec 3-1*14 Ark. State.: "It shall be unlawful to print 
or distribute any ballots ... lor the purpose of instructing voters 
how to vote. It shall be unlawful for any person to attend any 
voting place on election day and hand out, or give away, any cam- 
paign cards, placards or other articles for the purpose of influencing 
electors to vote for any candidate. Any violation . . . shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor and punished by a fine not exceeding $500." 





where Faubus received 5,933 votes 
to Cherry's 16.724, he got nearly 
10 per cent of his total in two 
precincts of the Second Ward, 
where many Negroes cast their 
ballots. Faubus carried no other 
UtUe Rock boxes; Cherry carried 
34. Ward 2, Precinct D, gave 
Faubus 92 votes to Cherry's 89 
and Ward 2, Precinct E, turned 
in 432 for Faubus while giving 
Cherry 126. 

In North Little Rock, where 8,- 
616 votes were counted in the 
governor's race, Faubus polled 3,- 
701, which was almost 700 more 
than Cherry's opposition got there 
in the first primary. Governor 
Cherry picked up about 400 more 
votes in the second primary, and 
increased his total and his margin 
in most North Side boxes, but 
there were a few exceptions, no- 
tably Precinct D in the Second 
Ward where Faubus was given 370 
votes, compared with only 231 that 
all of Cherry's opponents got in 
the first primary; in North Little 
Rock's 2D, Cherry's run-off pri- 
mary vote dropped slightly, to 234 
from 240. Thus that precinct ac- 
counted for 604 votes August 10, 
whereas it polled only 471 in the 
preferential. 

Faubus was the beneficiary. His 
North Little Rock vote— up nearly 
700 in the run-off— kept him from 
receiving fewer votes August 10^ 
than the Cherry opposition got! 
July 27 in the county as a whole. 
Cherry's countywide total rose 1,- 
931 from 25,155 to 27,086 in the 
runoff, while Faubus received only 
382 more than the preferential op- 
position vote. 

But in the few precincts the 
noted, particularly one in Little 
Rock and one in North litle Rock, 
the trend was reversed. And in 
those precincts, the "pink ticket" 
was in circulation. 






This is an exact reproduction 
(except for the color of paper; 
the original is pink) of the 
"ticket" that was distributed sur- 
reptiously and anonymously to 
certain blocs of labor union and 
Negro voters in Pulaski County as 
an aid in marking ballots in the 
August 10 Democratic primary. 

Who authorized the printing of 
such a "ticket?" 

Who printed and distributed it? 

Who made the arrangements— 



and with whom? 

What were the considerations? 

Such methods of vote-control 
have long been used by political 
machines. The Ku Klux Klan in 
the early '20s employed similar 
devices in its campaigns to capture 
public offices. 

How effective the "ticket" ac- 
tually is can only be conjecturel; 
but the results in a few precincts 
indicate it did swing votes for 
Candidate Faubus. In little Rock, 
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The "ticket" did not work quite 
so well for other favored candi- 
dates. Some North Little Rock 2D 
comparisons: 

For governor, Faubus 370, 
Cherry 234; total 604. 

For state treasurer, Jones 317, 
Clayton 182; total 499. 

For representatives: Position No. 
1, Walther 318, Foggo 120; total 
438. Position No. 4, Gilbert 340, 
Cottrell 115; total 455. 

For assessor. Huddleston 292, 
Nolen202; total 494. 

For Circuit Judge, Kirby 325, 
Terral 195; total 530. 

Wouldn't an explanation be in 
order for the 100-odd ballots for 
governor candidates in excess of 
the number cast in most other 
races? In all 13 of the North Side 
boxes, the votes for governor ran 
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"The same <B feeling resulted from 
state employes who ioere 'forced' to 
drive in state owned cars which were 
plainly marked for 'official use only* 
Many of these people voted and 
worked against Cherry because of a 
personal spite. They didn't especially 
want Faubus for governor, but they 
wanted to express their dislike for 
Cherry. 

"Everybody in the state knows 
that the relief rolls were politically 
padded under McMath and they 
wanted those rolls purged. Cherry 
did it and even the recipients of the 
increased benefits felt HI toward 
Cherry because he used the common 
railroad term of 'dead heads* in re- 
ferring to the political appointees on 
the relief rolls . . . 

"Take the 100 per cent assessment 
thing. No one in this state denies 
that something should be done to 
equalize and rationalize property as* 
sessments. Cherry, on the advice of 
many people, proposed a plan to 
remedy the situation. 

"As for the Commonwealth Col- 
lege deal. Cherry had the goods on 
Faubus and drew a hand with four 
natural aces, but his headquarters 
seemed to be afraid to follow 
through vigorously. 

"Tne question is will the farm 
people, the school people, the state 
supply vendors, the state employes 
and others who spat out their venom 
for Cherry 4n a vote for Faubus re- 
pent ancu relent to swallow their 
thread-bare Democratic pride and 
vote for a good Arkansas man run- 
ning for governor on the Republican 
ticket. That seems the only solution." 

We cannot decide whether a Har- 
rison lawyer who wrote first July 31 
and followed with a sequel August 
24 wanted to limit his readership to 
us, so we will not use his name, but 
his comments may interest you. First, 
he said: 

"The Literary Digest thought it 
was big enough to swing the election 
in 1936, and I believe you are big 
enough to swing the election for gov- 
ernor. Sow, 1 read your July 30 issue, 
so hop to it. Give us some more.** 

Then, this week, came the supple- 
ment: 

"I have read your issue of August 
20. I believe you are going a step 
further than the Literary Digest did, 
and 1 am wondering if you wul go one 
step lower, but everybody loves a 
'heU-rouser* so give us some more." 

Apparently A. C. Hervey, Trumann 
lawyer, expected his letter to be 
printed. He made a few things plain: 



"If it were not for the fact 2 wa;4 
to see fust what kind of a jackass 
you are going to make out of your- 
self and paper, Vd have my subscrip- 
tion discontinued. Others here feel 
the same way. We m Foinsett county 
realize that Judge Cherry was a good 
governor and had he been elected at 
the recent run-off primary there is 
no doubt that he would have made 
a better governor. It is fust such 
language that you are resorting to 
and your methods that defeated 
Cherry. Of course, we Democrats 
will stay with the nominee. You are 
too little to hurt us." 

Then a couple of fellows who didn't 
have the temerity to sign their names 

fot in their licks. One wanted to 
now: 

"Why not tell the people how many 
Democratic presidential candidates 
you have supported during the last 18 
years—how many gubernatorial nom- 
inees? Also what, if any, moral right 
you have to participate in a Demo- 
crat primary?* LNote: Does any one 
really want an answer?] 

The other anonvmous correspondent 
fancied himself facetious: 

"The governor-elect would be . 
grateful to you for sending a large 
autographed portrait of yourself. Had 
it not been for your able brainwork 
in the.. Commonwealth., matter., he 
might not have won the splendid vic- 
tory." [Note: From here, the •Vic- 
tory" didn't look very •'splendid." 
What was "splendid" about an op- 
position vote majority that dropped 
from 15,000 in 325,000 to less than 
7,000 in 375,000, from 4.6 per cent 
of the vote to 1.8 per cent.] 

A Texarkana resident advised us: 
"The election procedure here in 
Texarkana has left thinking citizens 
shocked. Cold drink dispensers, with 
signs above, 'Free Drinks' were set 
up near polling booths in Negro 
areas. As the voters had their drinks, 
Faubus cards were passed out and 
the attendant talked to them." 

In this digest of our mail, we have 

neglected to quote from notes that 
accompanied many new subscriptions. 
A Star City business man made 
Thursday a nice day for us with these 
words: 

"May we express our sincere ap- 
preciation for the articles appearing 
in your paper" 

There are others fust as soothing 
to our spirits, but we feel reasonably 
certain they weren't for publication. 
They transmitted checks for sub- 
scriptions. What could be nicer? 
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Big Diff erentials

Governor Cherry polled 57 per 
cent in the larger cities and towns 
of all counties, and in 50 ^unUes 
he had a majority «f the city- 
town votes. _ 

Thus, witn 54 per cent of the 
votes accounted for, the governor 
had 57 per cent of the votes. 
RURAL VOTE REMAINS 
That left only the strictly rural 
vote, including smaller towns that 
were not to the list of 113 munici- 
palities for which the computation 
cited above was made; and when 
those were totaled Mr. Faubus 
had overcome Cherry's 30,000 lead 
and added the 6,911 entered as the 
majority to official returns. 

With the rural vote, however, 
the trend was not constant to fa- 
voring Faubus. It ^as not until 
the rural ballots reported to 24 
counties, most of them small and 
averaging 1,800 rural votes each. 
were figured to the computation, 
that Faubus finally pushed ahead. 
In those 24 counties, Faubus was 
given 34,766 rural votes, again** 
Cherry's 10,508. Mm home 
county, Madison, added only 43 
ballots to Cherry's total in rural 
precincts while It gave Faubus 
2 315. That was 200 more votes 
than was cast to the entire county 
for four candidates for governor 
to the July 29 preferential pri- 
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mary. The August 10 county total 
came through officially, 2,888 for 
Faubus, 47 for Cherry— the aggre- 
gate running two per cent more 
than the total of poll taxes paid. 
EXCEPTIONS 

Of the rural vote in the 24 
counties that saved Paubus from 
defeat, all except five had more 
rural than city-town voters. The 
exceptions, with more city-town 
than rural votes, were: Sebastian, 
Washington and Cross, largest 
cities in which all gave majorities 
to Cherry; Logan and Carroll. 
< Cross County was the only eas- 
tern Arkansas county in the 
group — it get there largely by rea- 
son of Coldwater Township chip- 
ping in 371 votes for Faubus to 47 
for Cherry although it bad only 
306 poll tax payers listed. But it 
was western Arkansas' day, and 
that section made up the ground, 
and more, that Faubus lost else- 
where in the state. 

While 24 counties put in 67 
to 99 per cent of their rural votes 
for Faubus, 11 others did al- 
most that well— they reported, 
64 to 66 ner cent of their rural 
votes for him. But even with their 
one-sided contribution. . Faubus 
would have trailed except for the 
aid that 24 counties amassed for 
him in their rural precincts. 

In the other 40 counties, Cherry 
fared fairly well in the rural pre- 
cincts—receiving 47,500 to Faubus* 
53,800. The rural trend in a ma- 
jority of the counties, if applicable 
to the other 35, would not have 
thwarted Cherry's second term 
bid. Such a trend would, at most, 
have cut his majority to 20,000. 

The Faubus campaign organiza- 
tion, manned by all but a hand- 
ful of the state's county political 
leaders, found ways and means to 
offset the strong trend toward 
Cherry* 6tvdents of elections will 
find it interesting and enlighten- 
ing to explore the precinct returns 
in many of the counties. Frequent- 
ly, they indicate the method used 



to overcoms the Cherry support 
in most sections of the state.

Did You Know About This Law? 

Arkansas's yoting practices are about as loose 
as lax enforcement can make them; yet there are 
laws on the statute books designed to protect 
the ballot integrity. How often, would you say, 
that Section 3-124 Ark. Stats, was complied with 
in the August 10 primary? It provides: 

"The said pott tax receipt of electors present- 
ed to the judges of said election shall be so 
marked by dated stamp or written endorsement 
by the judge of the election to whom it may be 
first presented as to prevent the holder thereof 
from voting more than once at any election." 

That has been the law since May 31, 1909, 
and no legislature could repeal it even if it 
wanted to. The identical requirement is in the 
Constitution. Amendment 8, submitted to the 
people in 1919 and declared adopted by an 
attorney general's ruling in 1926, contains the 
identical language. 

Enforcement of this provision would not only 
put a stop to extensive duplicate voting, it also 
would discourage stuffing the boxes with ballots 
credited on poll registers to persons who have 
not voted. Knowledge that the absence of a 
written or stamped acknowledgment on a 
citizen's poll tax receipt would incriminate any 
judge or clerk who listed on the register some 
one who had not appeared at the polk would be 
an effective deterrent to election manipulation. 



On Preserving Ballot Integrity 

Did you take time out from work August 
10 to drive or walk to the polling place in your 
_voting .precinct, present_your_ poll-tax receipt 
to the judges or wait while the clerks looked 
up your name in the poll book, and then care- 
fully mark the candidates of your choice? 

If you did, it should make vou pretty mad 
to realize that your vote, ana many another 
like it, was nullified through ballot box finag- 
ling elsewhere. No one has risen to the de- 
fense of the judges and clerks in Madison Coun- 
ty and in other counties that reported more 
votes than there are eligible electors in their 
precincts. Not even the Faubus managers, nor 
the Gazette editorial writers, attempt to justify 
the manipulation. 

Shall such as that be taken for granted? Shall 
citizens who prize their right to vote remain 



Wf ; llish a headquarters to promote interest 
in X2& support for him among Democrats and 
do all the things necessary in piecing together 
a statewide organization. It can be done, but 
not just with speeches, handshaking and prayers. 



silent and reconciled? Or shall they demand 
that the Democratic party committees, State and 
county, show some interest in preserving the 
integrity of the ballot? 

It is not just the defeated candidates who 
have a right to complain-every legally Qualified 
voter is justified in denouncing the ballot box 
trickery by which unlawful ballots offset those 
of poll tax payers. 

Aside from the obviously contrived results 
turned in for many precincts where the poll tax 
total was exceeded or virtually exhausted, there 
are assuredly other votes that should never have 
gone into the totals. Isn't it the duty of the 
Democratic party management to throw reason- 
able safeguards around the voting, the count- 
ing and the tabulating? 

This year, the preponderance of county 
"machines*' supported one of the candidates for 
governor. Thus the resistance which one fac- 
tion in a county ordinarily would encounter 
from another was lacking in most places. That 
made it simple to handle those relatively few 
precincts that are open to manipulation. It's 
not too diificult to spot them when the returns 
come in As the RECORDER'S analysis of the 
figures continues, it will tend more and more 
to direct attention to specific instances of trend 
reversals and excessive totals. 

We maintain, with all firmness, that so long 
as the Democratic party fails to safeguard hon- 
est votes by invoking statutes and rules designed 
to prevent corruption it has no claim to loyalty^ 
in genera] elections of all who participated in 1 

Erimaries. Strongly as we believe Orval Faubus 
Lcks the qualifications to make Arkansas the 
kind_.of _ goyernprjt needs, if the Dem o cratic 
State Committee could induce him and Gover* 
nor Cherry to join in a request for a recount of 
the legal ballots cast August 10, we would recog- 
nize the obligation to support the Democratic 
nominee in the general election, even if— to our 
surprise— a review of the ballot count left Fau- 
bus with a majority. 

But undisputed, because it is indisputable, 
evidence of election manipulation relieves citi-

A majority of the city-town 
vote in 50 counties. 
Governor Cfaerry increased his 
vote ratio, city-town, rural and 
absentee, over the July 27 prefer- 
ential primary, in 50 counties; his 
ratio decreased in only 17. 

Governor Cherry's vote ratio, 
throughout the state, went up 
from 47.7 to 49.1 per cent — he 
fell behind Orval Faubus through 
an abnormally heavy vote in 
many rural boxes which went 
overwhelmingly for the challenger. 
Appended is a table which re- 
flects further evidence of a gen- 
eral trend favorable to Cherry in 
the run-off. 

In the second primary, the total 
vote, 375,775, was 51,400 greater 
than in the first. How was the 
increase distributed? Ifce answer 
throws some light on how voters 
generally reacted to the campaign. 
Here are a few facts gleanable 
from the tabulation that follows: 
Cherry polled 30303 more votes 
in 73 counties than he received 
July 27, when he fell less than 
15,000 short of a majority. 

Faubus gained 24,870 over the 
July 27 opposition vote in 62 
counties, with 25 per cent of this 
coming from six counties — Miss- 
issippi, 1,477 gain; Jackson 1,101 
gain; Madison, 753 gain; Carroll, 
972 gain; Sebastian, 1,109 gain; 
Craighead, 900 gain. 

Cherry's total vote dropped in 
only three counties, and in two of 
these the aggregate declined with 



Faubus suffering a loss from the 
total cast for Cherry's opposition 
(three opponents then) July 27. 

Faubus fell 3,120 below the July 
27 opposition vote in 13 counties; 
Cherry's total was 950 less in 
three counties. 

With allowance for deductions, 
Cherry's advantage in the in- 
creased vote was extended to 57 
per cent of the change. In sum- 
mary form, the figures stand:

Cherry 30.303 in 72 counties 

Faubus 24,879 in 62 counties 

Gross Losses 

Cherry 950 in 3 counties 

Faubus 3,120 in 13 counties 

Net Gain 

Cherry — 29,353.

Cherry's 57 per cent advantage 
in the net vote increase paralleled 
his percentage of absentee and 
city-town ballots.

OF RECORDER MAIL 

As explained each time we have 
quoted from letters in this depart- 
ment, we will, not publish com- 
munications as such without the 
signatures of writers. That rules 
out those that come to us an- 
onymously and those containing 
requests that we not disclose the 
source of the information or 
comment. 

Two weeks ago, we devoted con- 
siderable space to our correspond- 
ence. It seems appropriate to 
abstract a few that have come in 
since. 

* R*om Dermott, Chicot County, 
a veteran observer of political 
phenomena, wrote: 

"Mr. James L. Bland, in his 
newspaper said that Paubus had 
gotten a majority of the 'Demo* 
cratic' votes. It is my suggestion 
that Faubus was elected with the 
help of many thousand Republi- 
cans who voted in the Democratic 
primaries, principally in north- 
west and north Arkansas. 

"Madison County, which has 
numerous Republicans, voted 102 
per cent of its poll taxes. Other 
counties in those sections would 
indicate the Republicans took 
part, and the majority for Faubus 
was so great in those sections that 
the Republicans must have voted 
for him. 

"In my opinion, Cherry could 
have successfully contested the 
election, but it would have been 
a long drawn-out court action 
which no one relished. I am not 
a disgruntled loser, but merely 
hate to see the Republicans be 
the balance of power in our elec- 
tions and elect a man whose sup- 
porters think it is such a sin to 
vote Republican in November." 

One that bowled us over came 
from an Eastern Arkansas leader 
in the field of agriculture as well 
as politics. He didnt waste words, 
or mince them, either when he 
advised us: 

"I am for Remmel and I hope 



you are." 

An informant in Phillips Coun- 
ty, one of the few in which Gov- 
ernor Cherry had fairly solid sup- 
port from the local politicians, 
had this to say: 

"With reference to your various 
articles about the governor's race, 
I thought you might be interested 
to know that not all the 'shenani- 
gans' were chargeable to the Fau- 
bus forces. Two separate tick- 
ets were put out here by Cherry 
supporters, and Cherry was sup 
ported by all factions here except 
the CIO organization. The Cher- 
ry campaign, at least in this coun- 
ty, was not quite as pure as the 
driven snow either." 

That suggests editorial com- 
ment, which will have to wait for 
another time. 



Another Eastern Arkansas voter 
took pen in hand to report: 

"I was interested in your ar- 
ticle concerning marked ballots 
for campaign purposes. I have 
voted twice in West Memphis and 
each time there have been sev- 
eral persons hanging around as 
poll watchers and some even pass- 
ing out cards. I for one would 
like to see your paper investigate 
some of the very unusual happen- 
ings around . Crittenden County 
during election time." 

[This was another of the coun- 
ties where Cherry had strong fac- 
tional support; but one of the 
leaders for the opposition boasted 
to us that he and his group had 
prevented any padding of the vote 
in Cherry's favor. What he ob- 
jected to, he said, was the selec- 
tion as election judges of employ- 
ers whose employes would hesi- 
tate to vote contrary to his wish- 
es. It was worthy of note, we 
thought, that there was no claim 
by the opposition that Cherry's 
vote in Crittenden County had 
been doctored in any way.l 



An editor of a weekly newspa- 
per disclosed: 

"You probably know it already, 
but the advertisements Faubus 
ran in many newspapers in the 



state, and possibly in all of them, 
were paid for by the county politi- 
cal bosses. Our ads were paid for 
by the county political machine, 
and the editors were told to con- 
tact the political boss of the coun- 
ty for payment and authority to 
run them." 

A Benton County resident com- 
mented: 

"Madison County is rated as 
one of the state's banner Repub- 
lican counties, where county of- 
ficials are more often Republicans 
than not. At least 50 per cent 
of the legal voters in Madison 
County are Republicans, and not 
independent Democrats who might 
swing into the Republican column 
as those In Benton County some- 
times do. 

"The Madison County Repub- 
licans had no legal or moral right 
to participate in a Democratic 
primary." 



From a woman resident of Pine 
Bluff: 

"I heartily approve your efforts 
to show up the manipulation In 
the recent primary. You are do- 
ing a wonderful service for the 
cause of honest elections." 



A member of the legislature 
helped our morale by stating: 

*T know a lot of people who 
ought to be reading the RE- 
CORDER. They are stunned over 
Cherry's defeat and they would 
like to know that your analysis 
of the election is available. It is 
my opinion that thousands of new.

Since neither th- Jtility rate 
nor assessment amendment "is- 
sue" was decisive, the question 
arises: How was Faubus able to 
eke out a majority? This was 
accomplished with a combination 
of certain labor (notably the CIO) 
unions, Negro factions, rural elec- 
tric co-ops, a few big planters, 
county Judges and other court- 
house officials whom Cherry had 
at one time or another displeased 
in some fashion, some politicians 
who had been ousted when Cher- 



ry succeeded former Governor 
McMath, and that segment of the 
electorate in the poultry belt that 
resented the veto of. the bill to 
exempt feed, seed and fertilizer 
from sales tax. 

The most important asset to 
Faubus was the fact that in a 
majority of counties the politic- 
ians who supported him were in 
position to select the Judges and 
clerks who received and counted 
the ballots. In a few counties, 
the Cherry forces were dominant, 
but they can be counted on the 
fingers of one hand— without us- 
ing all the fingers. 



DO YOU AGREE? VERACITY OF OFFICIALS 
WITH PAST COMMUNISTIC ASSOCIATIONS 
SEEN BY SOME AS OF SLIGHT IMPORTANCE 



That curious clique which, for rea- 
sons of its own, sees a "threat" to 
civil liberties in every effort to ascer- 
tain the loyalty of government em- 
ployes has another spokesman. 

The Arkansas Gazette, of course, 
was glad to give space on its editorial 
page to an article which was written, 
apparently, for the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists by Harry Kalven 
Jr., described as a professor of law 
at the University of Chicago. Thus 
it is proved once again, incidentally, 
that civil liberties are still inviolate 
in these United States, for Professor 
Kalven's outspoken thesis, expressed 
in his concluding paragraph, is that 
"it is the security system and not Dr. 
(J. Robert) Oppenheimer that, in the 
end, has lost its case" 

This conclusion, in which the Ga- 
zette tacitly concurs (its headline for 
the piece is "A Law Professor Makes 
a Point-) was reached by a process 
of reasoning that uses the Oppen- 
heimer case to prove that "the cri- 
teria of the security system are now 
dangerously undefined; that the de- 
cision of Ae (Atomic Energy) Com- 
mission is . . . explainable only as a 
most serious error of judgment in ap- 
plying standards or as the implicit 
use of general security standards so 
stringent and puritanical as to give 
cause for general alarm ~ 

Stripped of its professorial verbiage, 
this seems to mean either that Op- 
penheimer was not to be judged by 
the usual standards (and Professor 
Kalven himself points out that the 
Atomic Energy Act of 1946 "speaks in 
terms of 'character, associations and 
loyalty* ") or that the standards 
themselves should be more elastic. 
He does not suggest the points at 
which there should be some "give", 
but a rundown of his defense of Dr. 
Oppenheimer provides some clues. 

To begin with, he states without 
equivocation that "the first error of 
judgment was that charges were filed 



at aU. m 

-ERROR*? 

This conclusion seems to be based, 
oddly enough, on the premise that 
Oppenheimer was not finally found 
guilty of the original charges, which, 
everyone seems to agree, were con- 
tained in a letter written to J. Edgar 
Hoover in November, 1953, by Wil- 
liam L. Borden, after he had left the 
office of executive director of the 
congressional Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy. 

Oppenheimer had previously, in 
July, 1953, been cleared for reap- 
pointment under the newly-instituted 
Eisenhower security system. 

Borden charged that (a) the 
scientist contributed money to the 
Communist Party; (b) that all bis 
close asscociates, Including his wife, 
a mistress, and his brother, were 
Communists; (c) that his recruits to 
the early wartime Berkeley atomic 
project were exclusively Communists; 
(d) that he had been instrumental 
in recruiting for the Communists and 
was in frequent contact with Soviet 
espionage agents; (e) also that In 
May, 1942 he ceased contributing 
funds to the Communists or else 
made his contributions through un- 
discovered channels; (f ) that in April 
1942 his name was formally submit- 
ted for security clearance and he 
thereafter repeatedly gave false in- 
formation to Lieut Gen. Leslie R. 
Groves, then director of the atom 
bomb organization, the Manhattan 
District, and the FBI concerning the 
1939-ApriJ 1942 period of his life; 
(g) that he was responsible for em- 
ploying a number of Communists, 
some of them nontechnical, at war- 
time Los Alamos and selected one of 
them to write the official Los Alamos 
history; (h) that he was a vigorous 
supporter of the H-bomb program 
until the day of Hiroshima and there- 
after worked to retard the H-bomb 
program. 



These charges are not outlined in 
the Gazette reprint; they are from a 
copy of the letter introduced into 
the evidence at the Atomic Energy 
Commission hearing. The pertinent 
testimony was reproduced verbatim 
in the June 25, 1954, issue of U. S 
News and World Report, including 
the direct testimony # of Dr. Oppen- 
heimer on all questions raised in the 
Borden letter. 

SCHOLARLY "HUNCH** 

Professor Kalven, however, find.* 
that the "one new element Mr. Bor- 
den introduced was Dr. Oppen- 
heimer s position in the H-bomb con- 
troversy" which "the commissioners ir. 
their final decision carefully and ex 
pliciUj rejected** as "irrelevant" Pre 
sumably all other points had beer 
resolved by the security clearance o: 
July, 1953, since Kalven states: 

"My own paradoxical hunch i 
that Had Dr. Oppenheimer origjmaUt 
been charged with what he was ji 
nally found gudty of by the Commit 
sion, he would never have been sub 
jected to a loyalty-security hearing: 

It would be well to remember be 
fore proceeding with the professor* 
analysis of "what he was finally fount 
gudty of* that prior to the release e 
tiie testimony in the Oppenheime 
case there was a great oucry fron 
"liberal" elements. Oppenheimei 
they said, had merely exercised hi 
prerogative as an American citize 
and the mind of a citizen-with a Sf 
rial conscience when he temporarH 
flirted, not with the Communist part} 
but with Communist theories back i 
tiie thirties when Communism was 
parlor game. 

SET THEM BACK 

It was Oppenheimer's own test 
mony, when the hearing transcrij 
was made public, that temporari 
silenced the "Liberals" and the 0\ 
penheimer apologists and forces the; 
now to the tortuous line taken t 
Professor Kalven. The professor, 
brief, finds it deplorable that securi 
regulations should bar a man fro 
government service simply "becau 
he is a liar,** which Kalven detee 
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as the basic reason for the Atomic 
Energy Commission's action on the 
Oppenheimer case. 

J What then is the evidence to tup- 
port thisT he asks, referring to his 
description (not the Atomic Energy 
Comrmssions) of Oppenheimer as a 

liar." 

"The great instance, he answers, 
"of course, is the Chevalier case. 

"Counsel for Oppenheimer readily 
admit that this incident reflects a 
serious mistake by Oppenheimer. It 
is clear that Oppenheimer tvos too 
dow in bringing the matter to the 
attention of intelligence «*» *? 
he should not liave impeded their in- 
vestigation by refusing to name Chev- 
alier, and that he slould hove told 
the story accurately when he told it. 
"But he adds in dismissal, n 
this is the point, the incident was 11 
yelrs ago and it is not conceivable 
hppenheimer would do this sort of 
thing today, a point which many of 
his witnesses stressed, 

-General Groves retarded the inci- 
dent as a display of ^? ho f h ^ 
titude of protecting a friend. What- 
\Zr it Wows, it does not show that 
Oppenheimer is a liar. 

REFUTATION 




It is not necessary to go am 
further for a refutation of Kalvens 
twisted reasoning than the testimony 
of Oppenheimer himself before : the 
corrmSsion, as reported in die U. S 
News and Worlcf Report. Summing 
up the whole of the scientist s testi- 
nfony on the Chevalier case, he was 

^-Q Isn't it a fair statement to- 
day. Dr. Oppenheimer, that accord- 
ing to your testimony now you told 
not oni lie to Colonel Pash (Col. 
Boris T. Pash, Army tatelhgence of-, 
ficer who checked reports of espion-] 
ace at the Radiation Laboratory in 
1943), but a whole fabrication and 
tissue of hes^ 

"Q. In great circumstantial de- 
tail, is that correct?" 

That is Oppenheimer calling Op- 
penheimer a W not the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

STILL MORE 

But Kalven has still more to say. 
"$o matter how seriously one takes 
the Chevalier incident is does not, 1 
think, save the majority Judgment. 
For they themselves thought tt need- 
ed corroboration and in seeking thai 



corroboration from the Peters, Lam- 
bert, Weinberg, Seahorz and Loman- 
itz incidents, they make all too ap- 
parent the quality of their judgment. 

There are excerpts from the testi- 
mony relative to the Seaborg and 
Lomanitz incidents in the U. S. News 
and World Report. As to^ Lomanitz, , 
a student of Oppenheimer s, some ot 
the testimony reads like this: 

"6. And you had information, 
however Utile vou think it was, which 
had a bearing upon whether or not 
Lomanitz was a good security nsk,

If ths 
GAC is asked to comment on this 
proposal, it seems to me clear that we 
should heartily endorse H . . . The 
testimony: 

"Q. All right, Doctor. You told 
this Boar* this morning that Dr. Sea- 
bore did not express himself prior to 
the meeting of Oct. 29, 1949." 

"A. That is right. That was my 
recollection." 



**Q. Was that true?" ^ 

"A. No, that was not true. 
WHAT DO YOU THINK? 
Not very damning of itself, per- 
haps, this Seaborg incident, or the 
Lomanitz incident, or even the 
"schoolboy attitude of protecting a 
friendT in the case of Chevalier. But 
it ft, nevertheless, entirely possible to 
reach an opposite conclusion to Pro- 
fessor Kalvens. He states: 

-X find tt disgraceful that a re- 
sponsible government body would 
solemnly present these five instances 
as bearing on fundamental defects of 
character sufficient to make a man a 
security risk. Everyone may agree, 
as the ma\ority hopes, that honesty is 
the best policy, but I do not think

GAZETTE CONSISTENT 
It is not surprising that an essay 
written in the spirit of this new "Lib

It is a 
most peculiar conclusion. We can't 
think of a time when the truth could 
be more important. 
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Outlawing Communists Won't Stop 
Communism 

Thoughtful Republicans should by now be 
having a few doubts about the wisdom of out- 
lawing the Communist Party in America. Isn't 
that perhaps just a piece of Democratic Party 
high strategy, designed to keep off the ballot 
avowed Communists who might split the TLib- 
eraT vote? 

" Seriously, we cannot escape the feeling that 
both Democrats and Republicans in Congress 
with an aversion for Communism are making 
a mistake in enacting so drastic a repressive 
measure. Only the "intelligentsia" among the 
Communists, aside from the political commu- 
nists already hopelessly branded as such, will 
be openly aligned with the Communist Party. 

The practical Communist — the pragmatist — 
will masquerade as a member of one erf the ma- 
jor parties, the Democratic most likely. Alger 
Hiss and Harry Dexter White never labeled 
themselves as Communists. Both denied with 
vehemence that they had ever had any such 
affiliations. On this point, let's hear from FBI's 
J. Edgar Hoover: 

"What is important is the claim of the Com- 
munists themselves that for every Party member 
there are 10 others ready, willing and able to 
do the Party's work. Herein lies the greatest 
menace of Communism. For these are the 
people who infiltrate and corrupt various 
spheres of the American life. So rather than 
the size of the ComrnunistJParty _the_way to 
weigh its true importance is by testing its in- 
fluence, its ability to infiltrate." 

Citizens with a healthy concern for the dan- 
gers of Communism won't be wasting time if 
they read die pamphlet, TOO Things You Should

Who can become a member of the Communist Party 
of the United States? Anybody over 17 years of age 
who can convince the Party that his first loyalty wul 
be to the Soviet Union 

Can you become a secret member? All Communists 
are secret members until authorized by the Party to 
reveal their connection. Party membership records are 
kept in code. Communists nave a real name and a 
"Party name." 

What are some types of Communist activities within 
the law? Working their way into key positions in the 
schools, the churches, the labor unions and farm or- 
ganizations. Inserting Communist propaganda into art, 
literature and entertainment. Nominating or seeking 
control of candidates for public office. The immediate 
objective of the Communist Party is to confuse and 
divide the majority so that in a time of chaos they can 
seize control. 

How does the Party get the money for all this? At 
first it received money from Moscow but now it raises 
millions of dollars here in the United States through 
dues, foundations, endowments, special drives and ap- ~ 
peals. 

Do only Communists carry out Communist work? No. 
The Party uses what it calls "fellow travelers*' and _* 
"front organizations" in some of its most effective work. 

How do Communists get control of organizations in 
which the majority are not Communists? TTiey work • . • ; 
They do not hesitate to use physical violence or ANY T^! 
form of persecution . . . The thing to remember is that 
Communists are trained agents under rigid discipline, 
but they can always be defeated by the facts. 

DoCommunists ever try to fix elections? As in every 
other field, they lay a poisonous hand on. the ballot boxT 
They sometimes run candidates in the open under die , 
Communist label More often they enter into corrupt : 
bargains to back their stooges under cover . . . Com- 
munists have spent the last 15 years hiding their key 
men in our Army, Navy, diplomatic corps, Treasury

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Challenge to Recount 
Legal Ballots Ducked 
By Party Organization 
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A group of Democrats, including 
some who were delegates to the 
State Convention, paid the RECORD- 
ER a compliment by making use of 
the data from its columns as ma- 
terial for a formal protest to the 
Democratic State Committee against 
acceptance of the Madison County 
primary returns and of failure to ques- 
tion officially the vote reported in 
many other precincts where irregu- 
larities seemed apparent 

Text of this- protest petition, which 
the outgoing State Committee heard 
read and then referred to the State 



I. MADISON COUNTY 
This County's return is an af- 
front to the Democratic Party and 
to all citizens, regardless of party, 
who recognize the necessity for 
adherence to rules and statutes 
in the conduct of elections. As has 
been frequently reported in the 
press, the County reported 102 per 
cent of its eligible electors. 

It has 2,867 poll tax payers, ac- 
cording to its certificate filed with 
the state auditor in October, 1953. 
Yet. on August 10, 2,935 votes were 
allegedly cast for the two candi 
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Comvntion (which let it die), fol- dates for governor. Of those votes 
k)WS: 2,888 were counted for Orval Fau- 



THE PETITION 

This petition is addressed to the 
Democratic State Committee on 
behalf of members of the Demo- 
cratic Party in Arkansas who be- 
lieve circumstances Justify a purg- 
ing of ballot boxes, to eliminate 
the illegal ballots cast August 10, 
and a recount only of the legal 
ballots, under supervision satisfac- 
tory to the parties concerned. 

The certifications of returns in 
the governor's race, as filed by the 
County Democratic Committees, 
show a majority of only 6,911 votes 
out of 375,775— a fraction of one 
per cent of the votes. That, in 
itself, suggests the need for a re- 
count, and a determination of the 
number of votes that were ob- 
viously irregular. 

The time element prescribed in 
the statutes rendered it impos- 
_. sible for a candidate in a state 
race to bring an election contest, 
for he would have had to move 
in each county within three days 
after the primary. It is impos- 
sible, also, for individual citizens 
or groups of citizens to resolve 
all the questions that arise from 
an examination of the returns. 

Only the Democratic State Com- 
mittee and/or the Democratic 
State Convention and the County 
Committees can take the steps 
necessary to assure legal, qualified 
electors that the party rules and 
party organization have been util- 
ized to safeguard their ballots, 
regular in every respect, from 
nullification through ballot box 
manipulation. 

Below are listed briefly some 
specific Distances that would war- 
rant inquiry in the name of the 
Democratic Party: 



bus whose home is in that County.

2**E? £ r preside nt; that in 1952 
it did likewise; that most of its 
county officers are Republicans' 
But the August 10 primary returns 
indicate that every elector in the 
county is a Democrat and voted 
in the primary. 

If the Democratic State Com- 
mittee and its nominee for gover- 
nor welcome support of Repub- 
licans in a primary election in the 
candidate's home county, to offset 
Democratic votes for his opponent 
elsewhere, it would be only fair for 
the Democratic State Committee 
to sanction support of Republican 
nominees by Democrats in a gen- 
eral election. 

In a press Interview, Mr. Ffeubus 
suggested that maiden voters and 
military service personnel account- 
ed for the difference between the 
number of poll tax payers and the 
number of voters in his County. 
Other counties had maiden voters 
and military personnel, too, and 
though some counties reported 
more than a normal voting ratio 
none approached Madison's 102 
Per cent. 

Without the Madison County 
vote, Mr. Faubus' majority, on the 
basis of the returns, would be cut 
to 4,070. 

The Madison County primary 
vote should be investigated. Fail- 
ure of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee and the Democratic State 
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Convention to clean up the returns 
there will forfeit any claim the 
nominee for governor might other- 
wise have to the votes of Demo- 
crats who place duty to their state 
and country above party regular- 
ity. 

XL INDIVIDUAL PRECINCTS 

It is noteworthy that In Madi- 
son County August 10. War Eagle 
Township, which includes Hunts- 
ville. the county seat and the home 
town of Mr. Faubus, gave him 961 
votes (the township has 821 poll 
tax taxpayers). Also in Madison 
County, Hilburn Township, with 
93 poll tax payers, first reported 
172 votes for Mr. Faubus; then 
when public attention was directed 
to the situation, the number re- 
ported officially was cut to 152. 
Other townships in Madison Coun- 
ty also turned in more votes than 
they had electors. 

In many other counties, the 
number of votes reported for cer- 
tain precincts was greater than 
the number of qualified electors in 
the particular townships. Among 
the counties with townships where 
the vote count exceeded or equal- 
ed the number of poll tax payers 
were: Crawford, Baxter, Cross, 
Union, White, Hot Spring, Faulk- 
ner, Carroll, Conway, Calhoun, In- 
dependence, Scott, Pope, Mont- 
gomery, Perry, Fulton, Cleburne. 
There may have been* others. It 
should be emphasized that, except 
for Madison, no county claimed 
more votes than electors. 

Rules of the Democratic Party 
provide that where the votes in 
certain precincts exceed the num- 
ber of poll tax payers, the entire 
return shall be voided unless the 
validity of every ballot is estab- 
lished. Where that is not done, the 
State Committee has authority to 
throw out the vote of the entire 
county. 

m. ABNORMAL VOTING 

Any inquiry into reports of ex- 
cessive votes should not be re- 
stricted to those boxes where the 
number of electors was fewer than 
the number of ballots. The State 
Committee could well afford to 
scrutinize the returns in coun- 
ties where, usually because of the 
big vote ratio in a few precincts, 
Dn 6 ** ^ 1 was snown to be from 

.5 *i, 8 ? *** cent of °» nu n*er 
of poll tax payers. That Is not a 

normal count. With those coun- 
ties included in the computation, 
the state's voting ratio August 10 
was 76 per cent. A normal ratio, 
based on returns from most coun- 
ties, would be 55 to 70 per cent. 

Another peculiar aspect of the 
official returns is the high per- 
centage of absentee votes in some 
counties. It does not seem rea- 
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•anable^Eatf Jm counties like 
Mississippi, ^aski, Sebastian, 
Washington and Jefferson have 
not more than five per cent of 
their total votes in the absentee 
boxes, other counties— Van Buren, 
Stone, Randolph, Pope, Pike, 
Newton, Montgomery, Lafayette, 
Grant, Franklin and Dallas — 
have 10 to 12 per cent in ab- 
sentees. 

Press reports emanating from 
several counties support the belief 
that thousands of absentee ballots 
were not applied for nor prepared 
in compliance with statutes. It 
may be argued that Governor 
Cherry received a majority of the 
the theory that his majority in 
these votes should have been 6,000 
absentee ballots, and this is true. 
BUT there is strong logic behind 
or more, instead of 3,127. At any 
rate, those who insist that Mr. 
Paubus was not benefited by the 
manner in which many counties 
handled their absentee ballots 
have no basis for objecting to a 
thorough investigation of those 
votes. 

The State Committee cannot 
justly be criticized if it examines 
the records in the offices of coun- 
ty clerks to ascertain the number 
of absentee ballots property ap- 
plied for. It would render a pub- 
lic service by cross-checking the 
poll registers to eliminate dupli- 
cate voting which, there is reason 
to believe, was prevalent in some 
places. 

IV. PINK TICKETS 
A statute clearly forbids .dis- 
tribution of sample ballots, or pink 
tickets such as were in evidence 
at some precincts in Pulaski 
County and elsewhere. Honest 
Democrats are entitled to protec 
Uon from having their own votes 
nullified by the controlled votes 
of persons who do the bidding 
of factional leaders. The State 
Committee is urged to give spe- 
cial attention to the precincts in 
any counties where pink tickets 
were used to guide the voters. " 

In this connection, it should be 
noted that where the pink ticket 
was used the tendency was to show 
more ballots cast in the governor's 
race than in other contests. That 
is not a usual condition, for in 
most precincts the differences in 
the total votes in various races is 
negligible. 

The State Committee may feel 
helpless to cope with conditions 
that find scores or hundreds more 
votes for governor candidates than 
for candidates for other offices, 
but the effect of such ballots may 
be offset to a large degree by a 
simple checking of the names on 
the vote registers against the list 
of poll tax payers. 



That, in fact, is WV tany 
Democrat can equitably- ,/the 
State Committee to have^ione at 
this time— review the lists of vot- 
ers on the registers, void the bal- 
lots of any who were not eligible 
to vote, and count the remaining 
ballots. Volunteers would respond 
to an appeal for assistance, and 
representatives of Governor Cherry 
and Mr. Faubus could be observers 
in every county. 

V. ALTERNATIVE 

Persons who pay the poll tax 
and cast ballots should be secure 
in the knowledge that their votes 
will be counted and that unauthor- 
ized voters in their own county or 
in some distant place will not be 
permitted to cancel out legal bal- 
lots by dropping unlawful ballots 
into the boxes. 

That assurance is not to be 
found in the procedures followed 
in the August 10 primary. It can 
be provided by the State Commit- 
tee with co-operation of County 
Committees. 

A ballot purge and recount 
would satisfy most Democrats. A 
ballot purge and recount would 
assure the election of whoever 
finally is declared the Democratic 
nominee. Without such a ballot 
purge and recount, aid and com- 
fort will be given the opposition 
to the nominee, and many Demo- 
crats will feel obliged to vote for 
a Republican or independent can- 
didate. 

This petition is respectfully sub- 
mitted with the earnest prayer 
that it be given consideration by 
the State Committee, 



More on Election — 
Not First Time We 
Have Heard This 

A housewife in Logan County 
took the RECORDER to task for 
minimizing the Gazette's influence 
in the Faubus-Cherry campaign. 
The RECORDER had disagreed 
with a report, published in the 
Arkansas Democrat, that anti- 
Cherry publicity had swayed a 
lot of votes. As refutation, the 
RECORDER had cited the 27,000 
votes Cherry got in Pulaski Coun 
ty to the 12,000 for Faubus, but 
the letter which is quoted below 
suggests the RECORDER did not 
look far enough afield. 

TEXT OF LETTER 

"Have been taking your publica- 
tion now for nearly two years, 
Being a busy housewife, and my 
husband a busy farmer, we dont 
always get around to reading the 
RECORDER thoroughly (nor 
other publications, either) as we 



would like to. However, since the 
elections th£s summer we just look 
forward i r*m one issue to the 
next. I do wish you had a more 
general reading public than you 
do. It is certainly a relief to 
hear some common sense and an 
editor who isn't afraid to express 
his views. 

I disagree with you on one 
point. You mentioned, in review- 
ing the "Democrat's" 10 causes for 
Cherry's defeat published the 
Sunday after the run-off that you 
didn't consider the "Gazette's" ob- 
vious support of Faubus an im- 
portant contributing cause to the 
outcome of the race. 

I consider it very important for 
the reason that Faubus support- 
ers, and those who voted for Fau- 
bus, used the "Gazette" as then- 
text to prove that (according to 
them) Faubus was completely in- 
nocent of any connections with 
Commonwealth. Vou would be 
surprised at the number of peo- 
ple I heard remark, "If I thought 
Faubus had gone to Common- 
wealth I couldn't vote for him, but 
the Gazette has proved him inno- 
cent!"

est and most reliable paper in the 
state has proved that I was not 
even a student at Commonwealth. 
Now, which are you going to be- 
lieve, a Communistic publication 
or the Arkansas Gazette?" 

He further went on to say that, 
perhaps, he didn't know for sure, 
but it might be that the Com- 
monwealth Fortnightly had pub- 
lished those things about him just 
to use the name of an innocent 
person for a "front" to their Com- 
munistic activities. He stated fur- 
ther that his audience probably 
knew that it was a common Com- 
munistic procedure to use the 
name of an innocent person to 
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cover up their activities. I 

The Gazette old such an excel- 1 
lent Job of setting up a smoke 
screen for Mr. Faubus, all "free 
for nothing/' that all his sup- 
porters had to do was say, "The 
Gazette has proved Paubus inno- 
cent."

FAUBUS BUILD-UP IN 
GAZETTE'S ACCOUNT 
OF 35th's REUNION 




So now it's Will Rogers, rather 
than Abraham Lincoln, that Orval 
Faubus is like. That idea was one 
of many imparted through the staff 
correspondent dispatches telling of 
Mr, Faubus's advancement from the 
vice presidency to the presidency of 
the 35th Division Association at its 
annual reunion in Kansas City, Kan., 
last week. 

The Gazette's reporter, judging 
from the -quality of his stories, didnt 
have much of substance with which 
to work. But his efforts were good 
for laughs, if you had time to weigh 
his words. For example, there was 
this paragraph: 

"In the penthouse suite, Truman 
end Faubus posed for several pictures 
and Mrs. Faubus also posed UP 
(emphasis supplied) for the pho- 
tographers." Now whatinell kind of 
posing is that? 

The Gazette's ingrained devotion 
to~ex-Gov. Sidney -McMath-showed 

"Wnile autographing photographs, 
Truman came across a picture of 
himself marching in the 1949 reunion 
parade at Little Rock. 'That's Sid 
Mchfath; he fired back." Who was he 
"firing back at?" 

So many unsupplied details! 
PUZZLE 

Did former President Truman 
march in the parade this year or not? 

The Gazette carried a photograph 
October 3 which showed him, Fau- 
bus and Truman's barber, and the 
descriptive lines read: "Orval E. Fau- 
bus walks with former President Tru- 
man in the 35th Division Association 
parade at Kansas City. The man in 
left front is Frank Spina, Truman s 
personal barber." 

In the accompanying column, 
though, was this information: 



Truman took part in the Associa- 
tion's parade this afternoon . . . It 
was the first time for him to ride in 
a car in a reunion paarde. "/ can't 
march this time,' he said. 4 My doc- 
tors wont let me. 

Yet, there's the marching picture, 
with Faubus at Truman's left, a 
photograph reminiscent of the one 
taken in Little Rock five years 
ago when McMath walked beside 
Truman, who was then president, in 
the Association reunion parade. We 
were not alone in remembering the 
similarity in pictures— some of our 
readers wrote to remind us. They 
also recalled the blighting effect on 
McMath's 1952 candidacy of the Tru- 
man endorsement early in the cam- 
paign two years ago. 

Faubus probably hasn't forgotten 
that either; he was on the state pay- 
roll and spent the summer wheeling 
(in a state-owned car) and dealing 
(with state highwav money) for sup- 
port for McMath.' That was when 
the countv courthouse politicians in 
so many localities learned to appre- 
ciate Faubus's qualities. 

HOW MYTHS ARE MADE 
Let's get back to where we started 
-the reference to the Will Rogers 
touch. Just after the run-off pri- 
mary in which Faubus eked out a 
6.911 majority in the official count 
of 375,775 votes, some of his ad- 
mirers began likening him to Abra- 
ham Lincoln - "self-educated," you 
know. That didn't take too well for 
Lincoln really was self-educated, 
whereas Faubus went to a college- 
Commonwealth— on a scholarship (he 
pretended he didn't know where it 
came from), but he protested he did 
not stav verv long. Nothing Lincoln- 
esque "about anv aspect of that - 
Lincoln wouldn't have taken such a 
scholarship - not when he was 25 
and married; he wouldn't have *one 
to Commonwealth, but if he bad lived 
virtually within the shadow of his 
state university we a re c onfide nt his 
"self-education" would have consist- 
ed in working as a student to make 
his way to a degree. Many another 
Arkansas boy has done (hat-but not 
Faubus. although we have been told 
that in one of his applications for 
postmaster, he claimed that he had 
attended the U. of A. (He didnt 
mention Commonwealth, though. It 
he had gone to the U. of A., he would 
not have kept it a secret during the 
recent campaign.) 

The Will Rogers cue came from 
the Gazette story October 3. 

"Faubus nearly wept today when 
he saw an old war buddy, Sidneu 
Silverman of Detroit. Sfloenrum said 
he had predicted in 1943 that Faubus 
some dati would be governor of Ar- 
kansas. 'He represented the WiU Rog- 
ers type in America' Silverman said. 
7 felt that any one who would bring 



back the homespun philosophy of 
Will Rogers would reach a high po - 
sttion in his home state, and think he 
will go beyond that' " 

We would like to know more about 
this prophet Silverman. But the 
Gazette didn't satisfy curiosity as to 
what he was doing before and has 
been doing since he and Faubus be- 
came 35th Division buddies. 
HOMESPUN? 
The stories from Kansas City con- 
tained a good many quotes attributed 
to Faubus, and we have conned 
them for some of that Will Rogers 
type of homespun philosophy. 

Such as these must be what Sil- 
verman had in mind: 

"J neoer had anything like this in 
Arkansas," Faubus said (as a "cham- 
fered limousine" . . . whisked the 
Faubus party to the hotel behind a 
police escorT). "I can't call out the 
State Police and National Guard YET" 
(emphasis supplied). 
That *yet" worries us a trifle. 
Another bit of Faubus homespun 
philosophy, no doubt: 

"If I'm successful in being elected 
governor of Arkansas, I'll be busy but 
I'll have a number of secretaries and 
assistants and THEY WILL BE 

available for association 
work: 



After they've put in a full day's 
work for the taxpayers? Or maybe, 
the state's budget will be expanded 
to take care of the 35th Division ex- 
pense. 

Possibly the "homespun philosophy" 
of Will Rogers was in the Gazette 
reporter's mind when he dropped 
this into his account, published Oc- 
tober 2: 

"Faubus was wearing bis familiar 
black dacron suit with a snag pattern 
and the familiar toothpick jvas in op- 
eration much of the time." 

Mr. Faubus-or maybe Mrs. Faubus 
—should complain; the Gazette neveT 
failed to_acquamt_its .readers jwiA_ 
the style and material of Mrs. Mc- 
Math's apparel. Aren't women sup- 
posed to be more interested in that 
sort of .thing? 

Toothpick in operation" - what's 
that? Again the Gazette left too 
much to the imagination or mystifi- 
cation of its subscribers. Couldn't 
it arrange a demonstration, with pic- 
tures, suitable for television? 

This final comment on the Gazette's 
staffman coverage of the Faubus par- 
ticipation in the Kansas City conven- 
tion—we read again that He "wears 
the Bronze Star medal." Must politics 
be attached to everything? Arkansas 
has a lieutenant governor who could 
—if he chose— "wear" the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor while he pre- 
sides over the state Senate, but you 
don't hear him bragging about H. 
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FROM 35th's HISTORY 

The Gazette's October 3 dispatch 
injected this historical note: 

"The S5th Division, with most of 
its members in Arkansas, Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska, reported a total 
of 2,210. The Division was stationed 
at Camp Robinson, ArJk., in 1940 and 
1941. Faubus was a captain in tixe 
320tfe Infantry Regiment of the 35tfc 
Division during World War 11" 

Does that leave you thinking Fau- 
bus was with the 3&th at Camp Rob- 
inson in 1940 and 1941? He wasn't. 

The Memphis Commercial Appeal 
correctly reported, in a full page of 
pictures and laudations August 22, 
"he entered the Army as a private 
in 1942," but— as we have come to 
expect in newspaper articles on Fau- 
bus— it neglected an essential fact. 
Faubus did not rush to enlist before 
or immediately after Pearl Harbor; he 
was 32 years old, married and a fa- 
ther; no draft board was after him. 

He volunteered on condition he 
could have a commission. That is not 
mentioned as anything to his dis- 
credit; our purpose is to clear up a 
point on which there has been some 
misunderstanding. Faubus, while he 
technically was a private, actually 
was what was known as a VOC— 
volunteer officer -candidate. Either 
the Army gave him a commission as 
an officer or released him. 

By that time, the 35th Division had 
been transferred from Camp Robin- 
son for many months, and Maj. Gen. 
Ralph Truman of Kansas City, cousin 
of Harry, who then was a IJ. S. sen- 
ator, had been summarily relieved of 
the command after training maneu- 
vers in Louisiana in the fall of 1941. 
Responsibility for the involuntary re- 
tirement of General Truman and 
other changes in officer personnel was 
taken by Gen. Ben Lear, who then 
was in charge of military training 
activities in the region for which 
Memphis was headauarters. That's 
another story, which we shall not 
pursue further here, except to cite 
two sequels to the 35th (federalized) 
National Guard Division's difficulties 
with the Regular Army (the 35th 
was a federalized National Guard 
Division): (1) Right after Harry 
Truman became president, the War 
Department recalled General Lear 
from his tour of duty in Europe and 
retired him, even as he had shelved 
General Truman in 1941; (2) soon 



after General Eisenhower became 
president, he accorded special recog- 
nition to General Lear, and the latter 
has been the recipient of more than 
one evidence of esteem from the pres- 
ent administratfon. 

There's a good yarn in the history 
of that feud for some one to write. 
The feuding betwen the 35th and the 
Regular Army goes back at least to 
World War I. 

QUITE A DIFFERENCE 

But Faubus is only incidental to 
it. The Gazette, in the paragraph 
quoted above, said the Division re- 
ported a membership of 2,210; but 
the October 2 story had announced: 
"This year 3,000 to 5,000 Association 



members from all parts of the United 
States are expected for tlie three-day 
reunion." 

The Gazette constantly has trouble 
with facts. 

SIX-YEAR PLAN 

The Faubus career in 35th Division 
Association politics suggests there's 
more there than meets the eye. The 
Gazette explained; 

"The Faubus election ( to the Asso- 
ciation presidency) was no accident. 
He became a member of the Associa- 
tion Executive Committee in 1948 and 
moved up through the vice presi- 
dencies until his turn for the top 
post came up this year," 

That's interesting-1948 was the 
year that McMath made his first cam- 
paign for governor; that was the year 
that Faubus formed his partnership 
with McMath, and began delivering 
Madison County votes wholesale to 
McMath and his causes; also it was 
the year of Harry S. Ashmore's entry 
in Arkansas politics via the Gazette 
editorial page. 

So, even back in 1948, it was plan- 
ned to have Faubus installed as 35th 
Division Association prexy in 1954— 
it's reasonable to assume that his 
1954 race for governor must have been 
in somebody's mind six years ago, too, 
which might explain why Madison 
County, small and predominantly Re- 
publican, was given a place on the 
Highway Commission while Wash- 
ington, Benton, Boone and other lar- 
ger counties were passed up; it might 
explain also why it was decided he 
could be more effective on the ad- 
ministrative staff of the governor's 
office, for which he gave up the 
Highway Commission position (he 
turned it over to a friend in Madison 



County) in mid-1951; it might well 
explain why— with no regard for the 
statutes prescribing legal qualifica- 
tions—he was made highway director 
by McMath after the latter's defeat 
in 1952. 

You can be certain that not much 
that happens in elections— whether 
they are held by political parties, 
states, clubs or veterans' organizations 
—can be classed as an "accident." 
Whatever takes place— except in rare 
instances— can be attributed to what 
some call "organization" but that may 
better be described as "conspiracy. * 

POSTSCRIPT 

We were about to forget Faubus 
wasn't the only prominent figure 
elected through' no "accident" last 
week. The same issue of the Gazette 
that proclaimed Faubus' arrival at 
Kansas City for the 35th's reunion 
contained an Associated Press re- 
port of the re-election in New York 
October 1 "as director of the Institute 
for Advanced Study at Princeton, N. 
J." of Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

Dr. Oppenheimer and Mr. Faubus 
have something, in common besides 
their respective elections last week; 
both have had their veracity with 
reference to the extent of their past 
associations with Communist organi- . 
zations and individuals challenged* 
However, Dr. Oppenheimer, in his 
testimony before the Atomic Energy 
Commission's Loyalty Board, admit- 
ted that he had concealed pertinent 
information about some of his Com- 
munist friends from the government 
and had been guilty of certain spe-~ 
cific untruths. 

We discern faintly a tinge of logic 
in the "Liberal" viewpoint— which we 
interpret hke_dus^ (a) No exception 
should be taken to past Communistic - 
connections; but (b) since some per- 
sons are suspicious of Communists 
and their buddies, any reference to 
an association with them is heinous 
('*McCarthyism M ) because It subjects 
them to embarrassment; and, that be* 
ing true, (c) the scientist or politician 
with a Communist page in nis biog- 
raphy is justified in suppressing it by 
any possible means, even lies. 

(That's rather a long sentence, and 
if you don't digest it at first reading, 
put this aside until you aren't so 
tired. Don't give up on it until at 
least the dozenth trv.)

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nouncing their determination to vote against 
him. So far, he isn't talking about it; and the 
Democratic State Convention took no notice of 
it. They apparently are ignoring it, in the hope 
that it will somehow go away. 

But the reason will linger on, we suspect, 
right down to the General Election, and if Mr. 
Faubus is elected it will continue through the 
General Assembly and for the remainder of his 
administration. 

Something could be done, however, to allay 
the distrust and fear which, in our opinion, has 
increased rather than lessened since the votes 
were reported after the August 10 run-off in 
which Mr. Faubus received a majority of 6,911 
over Governor Cherry in a total of 375,775, with 
more than 2,800 of the Faubus majority coming 
in his home county, Madison, where the number 
of votes exceeded the number of qualified 
electors. 

The new Democratic State Committee could, 
if it chose, effectively meet the situation which, 
conceivably, might develop into a crisis in the 
event Mr. Remmel continues to attract support 
among rank and file Democrats. 

Will the Democratic State Committee, which 
will meet October 7 for the announced purpose 
of selecting some Negro members, take the steps 
necessary to appease thousands of white Demo- 
crats? 

The Commonwealth College issue clouds the 
Faubus candidacy and the Democratic party's 
campaign for the governorship in the General 
Election. Nothing will be gained by rehashing 
the disclosures, the explanations, the contradic- 
tions and the denials that confused many a voter 
in the week just prior to August 10. 

Not until that period had the people of Ar- 
~~kansas been told that Mr.Faubus, at age 25, 
and after he had been married and had taught 
school several years, went to Commonwealth 
College, near Mena, on the strength of a scholar- 
ship, in 1935 just a few weeks after a joint com- 
mittee of the Arkansas legislature had exposed 
rotten conditions at the school which later was 
declared by the Truman administration's De- 



partment of Justice to have been subversive. 

Senator Bill Fulbright, addressing the Con- 
vention delegates, remarked: 

m l hear it here in Little Rock— a considerable 
murmuring about the man and not the party, 
that they are fed up with party politics . . . If 
you resisted the appeal of this sort of thing in 
'52 how can you possibly succumb to it at this 
late date?" 

If the senator doesn't know it, the "murmur- 
ing" as he termed it is a direct consequence of 
the Commonwealth tag on the Faubus candi- 
dacy. The Democratic label may be adequate 
antidote as far as the senator and other partisan 
vote-seekers but most citizens do not have to 
concern themselves with remaining eligible for 
future races. They can let their consciences have 
full sway at general election time. 

Two years ago, 177,000 Arkansans* votes were 
counted for the Republican national ticket, and 
most of them were Democrats — at least they 
consider themselves as such, and their partici- 
pation in the 1954 primaries was not challenged. 

So Senator Fulbright was a bit off the beam 
when he spoke of Democrats resisting the ap- 
peal to bolt the ticket in 1952. His own county, 
Washington, despite widely credited supposi- 
tions that an Adlai Stevenson victory would lead 
to Sentor Fulbright's elevation to the Cabinet 
as secretary of state, contributed a big majority 
to the Republicans, 8,650 to only 4,923 for the 
Democrats. 

And, to our way of thinking, the justification 
for a bolt in 1954 far surpasses any tnat prompt- — 
ed more than a hundred thousand to switch two 
years ago. ■ '.* 

Will the Democratic State Committee request 
from Candidate Faubus permission for the De-^ 
partment of Defense to reveal, to public scrut- 
iny, the loyalty certificate that is on file in 
Washington? 

It would either clear the atmosphere and as- 
sure a Democratic victory November 2 or it 
would enhance immeasurably Pratt Remmel's 
prospects of success. 
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POLITICIANS SHOWING 
SIGNS OF WORRY OVER 
PEOPLE'S REBELLION 

Things have come to a pretty 
pass indeed when the politicians 
figure they have to organize open- 
ly, against the people. Generally, 
they do that in private; but 
they've got an unusual situation 
on their hands. 

Heading the Democratic ticket 
In the general election is Orval 
E. Faubus of Hunteville, in Madi- 
son County which somehow man- 
aged to find more than 1,000 
votes for him from non-poll tax 
payers August 10, when the count 
up there was 47 for Governor 
Cherry and 2,888 for Faubus, 
against a poll tax total of 2,848. 

Democratic women held a meet- 
ing at the Hotel Marion October 
13 on call of Mrs. I*eah Harkey, 
superintendent of the Arkansas 
Confederate Homj. That's the in- 
stitution, you know, that Faubus 
denounced for what he described 
as neglect or mistreatment of the 
aged womtn. whom it serves. They 
are descendants of Confederate 
soldiers. 

At the time, we got the impres- 
sion that everybody connected 
with the Home was Indignant at 
Mr. Faubus, but presumably Mrs. 
Harkey finds Its easy to forgive 
a successful candidate. That's the 
way with a good many Democrats 
— not all, however, and the num- 
ber may be fewer than the politi- 
cians think. 

BTJILD-TJP 

Whatfll you bet she wasnt ask- 
ed by some one interested in the 
Faubus campaign to arrange the 
meeting? It was only one of 
many which it is hoped will im- 
prove Faubus' standing in Pulaski 
County. We looked over the list 
of his companions on the jaunt 
to Austin, Tex., for the Arkansas- 
Texas football game Saturday, and 
we noted only one or two who had 
not previously been teamed pub* 
liely with him. Still every little 
bit helps. Among the more fa- 
miliar names wers Jim Crain, Tin- 
man Baker, and R. A. Young Jr. 
Everybody on the list either has 
contracts with the state, is a regu- 
lar bidder for state purchase or- 
ders, represents clients that want 
to get along with the state admin 
istration, or holds, has held or 
would like to have either appoin 
tive or salaried jobs with the 
state. 

It was painfully emphasized 
that Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas 
— the party bolter whom the Ga- 
zette has excoriated from time to 
time— would entertain for Faubus 
and his party. Just exactly six 
years ago on just exactly the same 



occasion, Shivers was maneuvered 
into entertaining Sidney McMath, 
then the nominee for governor. 
Has anybody told him that Fau- 
bus, to whom it was announced he 
would be host, is one of McMath's 
cronies? 

Mr. Faubus, who presented him- 
self in the primary as the champ- 
ion of the weak, the downtrodden 
an dthe worker (in contrast to 
their exploiters), and who had 
solid support from the CIO. is 
now consorting with "big shots" 
in the feid of finance, commerce 
and industry, and deriving all 
possible publicity out of it. 

He accepted an "imitation". to 
make an appearance at Forrest 
City in what was projected as a 
Democratic party gathering; it 
tinned out to a Faubus rally. -In 
little Rock, a group was asked to 
take part in a TV panel discus- 
sion on behalf of the Democratic 
party — at least that's what one 
of the participants insists he was 
told; but the newspaper "ads" 
heralded it as a Faubus affair. 

Not publicized have been the 
"parties" in homes and office 
suites of a few business men who 
preferred the McMath adminis- 
tration to Cherry's, and helped 
encompass the governor's defeat. 
But they didn't anticipate having 
to finance a second campaign, a- 
gainst a Republican running with 
Democratic support — vocal and 
silent. 

This is all part of a general at- 
tempt to •'sell" Faubus to con- 
servative elements in Arkansas 
that are not likely to be drawn to 
a candidate who at 25 took a fling 
at Comonwealth College and man- 
aged to keep it p secret until a 
few days before the run-off pri- 
mary 19 years later. 

FAMILIAR FIGURE 

That old master of the political 
trick, Homer M. Adkins, who re- 
mained out of public view during 
the primary has now moved right 
into the front rank of the Fau- 
bus campaign. He entertained 
Democratic nominees in the coun- 
ty at the Albert Pike Hotel just 
ahead of the women's meeting 
at the Marion Tuesday night. 

Ex-Governor Adkins must have 
had something to do with the 
latter gathering too. Sam Rorex 
was the principal speaker. The 
Gazette identified him as "a Ut 
tie Rock attorney." That's inade 
quate. He is one of many we 
could name who went into politics 
as bright young men with prom- 
ising futures, but who suddenly 
ran into a dead end. 

We wont say it was BECAUSE 
they became allied- with Mr. Ad- 
kins; if that wasnt the reason, 



though, it's one of the longest 
string of political coincidences on 
record. 

Mr. Rorex, a top adviser in the 
administration of the late Gov. 



Harvey Parnell, aspired to a seat 
in Congress In 1D33; Mr. Adkins 
tried to get it for him, and 
thought he had a rigged district 
convention nomination in the bag 
for him, but something went awry 
in the special State Convention 
and it called a primary to fill the 
congressional vacancy. 

That was a campaign Mr. Fau- 
bus ought to talk to Mr. Rorex 
about. The latter had the sup- 
port of the Roosevelt adntinistra- 
tion, then new and at the height 
of its popularity; the outgoing 
congressman, who had just been 
appointed federal Judge; a large 
segment of the state administra- 
tion, and most of the county 
courthouse machines in the Fifth 
District, and he ran a good race 
everywhere except in one county — 
Pulaski. 

In that county, Brooks Hays 
and Dave Terry left Mr. Rorex so 
far in the rear, that Mr. Adkins 
and his entourage quickly con- 
cluded they couldn't hope to beat 
Mr. Hays in th* run-off, which 
was Arkansas's first; so they pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Rorex not to in- 
sist on receiving all the votes he 
had been sure of getting In other 
counties. Thus, Mr.* Adkins, hav- 
ing converted Mr. Rorex into a 
permanent political casualty, 
moved into the Terry camp; and 
his second choice received the 
nomination. 

But he got it only by reason of 
a surplusage of votes over polls in 
Mr. Rorex's old home county. Tell, 
and the fine people there were 
subjected to the embarrassment 
of having its election returns dis- 
cussed critically throughout the 
state. (Now it's" Madison tJounty - 
that's getting the same sort of 
unfavorable advertising.) 

In the long run. the Adkins* 
support didn't do anything for Mr. 
Terry. He, too. traveled the road 
to defeat, twice; while the man 
who lost the nomination in 1933 
in a boldly manipulated election 
will begin his sixth term in Con- 
gress next January. 

MORE RECENTLY 
We shall not detail other in- 
stances of the deleterious effects 
of reliance on Mr. Adkins since 
1944, when he himself was 
trounced for the United States 
Senate and his administration's 
candidate for governor also was 
beaten. But we cannot forbear 
mention of the Adkins tie-up 
with Sidney McMath. McMath 
suffered a crushing setback, des- 
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pite Adkins* help, in the 1952 third 
term race, and McMath failed in 
his Senate quest this year. 

Both McMath and Faubus were 
wary of too obvious association 
with Mr. Adkins in the 1954 pri- 
maries, and he did nothing to in- 
vite comment from the opponents 
of either. In fact, steps were ta- 
ken to convince the headquar- 
ters of Senator McClellan and the 
campaign leaders for Governor 
Cherry that Mr. Adkins was keep- 
ing his hands off both races. 

Will all whs believe that he 
did, hold up their right hands — we 
torial room. But wait a minute 
—those are left hands! So it's 
unanimous. 



Who's to Enforce Our Laws? 

(An Editorial) 

Isn't it somebody's duty to take positive action in the public 
interest when: 

(1) A reserve officer withholds essential information in 
executing the loyalty certificate which presumably is for the pur- 
pose of enabling the federal government to know who has nad 
associations with subversive organizations, such as Common- 
wealth College was in 1935 when 25-year-old Orval Faubus 
treked there with a scholarship in hand which, he says now, he 
did not use. » 

(2)Indisputable evidence of corruption in the primary elec- 
tion in the home county of a successful candidate is brought to 
light, as has been done in the case of Madison County which, 
the RECORDER has established, added to the Faubus total about 
1,000 votes recorded in the names of persons without poll tax 
receipts. That's a high percentage of an aggregate of less fhan 
3,000 — which, incidentally, was greater than the county's poll 
tax enumeration. 



Soon or late, we have an idea that the loyalty oath of Orval 
E. Faubus will become subject of official consideration, but the 
election irregularities may never be inquired into by enforcement 
authorities. 

The Madison County trickery already has had an unfavorable 
reaction for Faubus, and for the Democratic Party, among good 
citizens who resent having their own votes canceled out by ille- 
gal ballots. 

A group which has styled itself Citizens for Clean Elections 
set the stage for Mr. Faubus to deal with both these campaign 
issues — they are issues, whether he likes* to think so or not — in* 
a public meeting this week. They addressed a lettr to him, con- 
taining questions which they requested him to answer. He ig- 
nored the queries. 

Perhaps he thinks that if he just won't mention the Madison 
County vote and Commonwealth any more, they will go away. 
They won't, until, and unless he absolves himself or suspicion of J 
culpability with respect with either. ^ 
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
